The Moon and Recompense ’ 


The Moon as an Indicator 


of Psychical and Emotional Energies 


a Walter B. Pitkin’s book: “More 
Power to You,” he begins a chapter with: 
“Work always assumes some wave form.” 
Then he tells of the observation of seven- 
teen normal men and women in a large 
organization. A record was kept of their 
behavior (daily efficiency) which brought 
to light the fact each individual had periods 
of physical and psychical ups and downs. 

This is highly significant. The brother- 
hood evident here between astrology and 
psychology assumes a Siamese twin effect. 
As such no student can study the one 
without taking into consideration the 
other. The un-grooved astrologer, for ex- 
ample, recognizes the periodicity (lunar 
influences) of life as physico-psychical 
factors. To him this periodicity ranks 
above Sun indications in any other than 
the birth chart. And to many even here 
the Moon appears more important than 
the Sun’s position and aspects. 

Now the Hindus considered the birth 
chart as simply a basic pattern of what 
this life can and may be. Naturally they 
erected several additional charts to clarify 
the picture. They taught that hereditary 
(N. node influences), environmental, and 
periodic (Moon) influences must be inter- 
read before an interpretation beyond for- 
tune telling could be voiced.

So, for our discussion let us go back to 
mythology. Here we are told Phoebus 
Apollo, god of archery, prophecy and 
music, was the son of Jupiter, and brother 
to Diana. He was god of the sun; Diana 
was goddess of the moon. Diana hada 
cold heart until she looked down one night 
upon Endymion, the shepherd, and saw 
his “surpassing beauty.” Endymion had 
been given perpetual youth by Jupiter. It 
was Diana who took upon herself the care 
of his fortunes. 

Endymion is the youth-wish in all of us 
—the poet side—the heart ever seeking 
for that which can satisfy it. He typifies 
the dream-life of man. Diana as his 
guardian, inspires him, hers is the solace, 
the warmth of the night. 

Quickly may we skip over the signif- 
cance of the moon; its control of the tides; 
its effect upon all growing things from 
seedling to the full grown plants; and its 
obvious influence on liquids including the 
source of our bodily fluids, These effects 
are too well known to call for expansion. 

Here then is a suggestion showing how 
to check oneself, using the moon and its 
transits as the alpha. By charting one’s 
living experiences over a period of from 
six to twelve months anyone with a knowl 
edge of astrology AND psychology can be 
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lightened as to what guides his feelings, 

ges, ableness, as the weeks pass. Aided 
"by such a charting, one will have a clearer 
‘Wea as to which transits, which squares 

F and trines lay him low or raise his drive 
- high. 

The accompanying chart indicates the 
position of the four phases of the moon 
for February and March, 1943. The wavy 
line is the assumed emotional state of the 
subject, recorded as in a diary for each 
day. 

For brevity we'll say the subject is one 
influenced strongly by Saturn, next by 
Mercury and of course the Sun. Therefore 
only three planets are indicated with cer- 
tain indicative signs through which the 
Moon passes at the time trines and squares 
are indicated. 

As the month begins the subject is 
feeling neither high nor low, but as the 
new Moon approaches, in spite of its un- 
favorable, to him, position in Aquarius, 
his spirit lifts at the trine to Saturn. The 
square, when the Moon is in Pisces (the 
birth month) brings a drop to the line. A 
billowy line culminates at the square to 
Mercury. But now the Moon is transiting 
signs more uplifting for our subject and 
the emotional tempo increases, with a slight 
decline as the days near the full Moon. 
The Sun trines on the 25th brings a rising, 
if jittery, set of promising days on beyond 
the last quarter. Here begins the regular 
cyclic fall which may endure for several 
days or it may culminate in a depression 
with a climax when a disruptive emotional 
event will occur. 

Mr. Dane Rudhyar in his The Astrology 
of Personality, writes: “The mystery, for 
the ancients, resided in the attribution of 
the Moon as a polar opposite to Saturn.” 
His assumption is that the race’s physio- 
logical era was one in which the mind was 
a secondary factor. Tdéday we are in a 
physical-psychical era when “directed 
energy and independent thought” fire us,

@ we have embraced a vast new territory as 


emotional creatures. We have become so 
| Smart we have consigned the Moon to radio 


warblers. Unlike Endymion we've gone 
wayward on our own and then wailed at 
our petty misfortunes and trials. 

The Moon’s power comes from its re- 
flected, blended rays. The periscope is the 
last great invention to come from Euclid’s 
camera obscuro—the image is reflected. 
The astronomer does not look directly at 
the stars. Radio seems to be harnessed 
waves which become billowy (as when there 
is fading on your set). It should be signifi- 
cant that reception by radio is better at 
night than during the day. Can it be that 
the Moon affects radio? 

We must accept the idea of the ancients, 
the first astrologers: the Moon is the No, 
1 conveyor of influences upon all fluid fac- 
tors and living entities. The sketchy ex- 
planation and the simplified chart pre- 
sented here are to indicate only a subject’s 
reactions to his environment. Such a 
billowy lined chart may be fashioned for 
business, marital affairs, or for such pro- 
ductive effort as writing, designing, etc. 

The investigator will discover he, too, 
has definite periods when his line will rise 
or fall. These may not be according to the 
Moon’s monthly cycle. His low period 
may come at five or even six week intervals. 
Where the rises or falls occur outside the 
phases of the Moon then the astrologer 
will look at once for the squares, trines and 
transits of other more dynamic (to him) 
planets. It would seem a large number of 
persons are moon-sensitive while others 
appeat to be affected more by the Sun. 
Should some planet, let us say Saturn, be- 
cause of its position in the birth chart, 
appear to rule the native, of course the 
chart will carry all Saturn movements. 

The experiment is worth the slight effort 
required. That it will give one a clearer 
insight into his own selfhood as it is 
marked by the environment is assured. 
Also it will indicate when to push mat- 
ters and when forcing issues may mean 
wasted energy, and even frustration with 
defeat, followed by the usual difficult 
re-adjustment to a rising feeling-tone. That 
is, one can wear oneself out fighting the 
tide or win by riding it. And here are cases 
to clarify the issue. : 
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“<a A: Born March 14, 1880, 
family record gives 1 A.M. As standard 
time wasn’t established until several years 
later, the exact birth hour has been set and 
reset from Sagittarius 14° to 3° Capricorn 
rising. His entire life has been Saturnine, 
Uranian, Lunar. 

Personality A kept an accurate and ob- 
jective Moon chart over a long period. 
Born with a rising Moon he soon re-dis- 
covered a factor he had long ago found in 
psycho-analytical work: within six days 
of a new Moon he must be ever aware 
and on balance to off-set a sudden let- 
down. These twenty-eight day depressions 
came before squares or opposition to Venus, 
Mercury, Mars. Invariably the blows were 
invited by his own acts. This is significant 
in that it indicates if one is alert he will 
practice safety first, be on guard. 

Personality B: Born July 29, 1899, hour 
said to be at night. Tendencies, character- 
istics, abilities mark her with last degrees 
of Gemini rising, influenced strongly by 
Cancer. Chart and performance show a 
Sun-Venus type. Moon square Sun and 
Mercury sends her Mars sky high. Is at 
her best during last quarter of Moon (posi- 
tion at birth). Moon square or opposition 
Venus brings restlessness. If she seeks 
contacts and pleasures, invariably they are 
disappointing. Her response mechanism 
is anti-social. Yet two days later under 
near-identical conditions former contacts 
“seem friendlier” and she basks in their 
company. But at this latter time she, un- 
consciously, gives freely of herself. 

Personality C: Leo born, ruled by 
Mars, rising sign Taurus. No authentic 
birth chart. Type who clearly was not 
given adequate adolescent direction. When 
the Moon transits Taurus he feels impelled 
to go on a binge and becomes a pest. 

The Moon brings out the individuality 
and exhibits (except in most Pisceans) 
much of the unconscious. The Moon in the 
rising sign at birth invariably discloses 
marked hereditary characteristics usu- 
ally from the grandparent(s), although 
this does not mean one must be a shop- 
lifter because one had a grandpa caught 
stealing a mule.

While in Canada recently I did a 
little research on the horoscope of the 
Dominion. I had previously tried to 
ascertain the hour for which the chart 
should be set up, but without success. 
As a matter of fact I had overlooked 
the obvious, and the matter finally 
became quite simple. 

On September 1, 1864, a conference 
was held in Charlottetown, P.E.I., 
and a second one at Quebec on October 
10th, with the object of bringing about 
a Federation of Upper and Lower 
Canada, New Brunswick, and Nova 
Scotia. This was successful, and the 
resolution went to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. The result was the British North 
America Act, which was passed with- 
out amendment, and signed by Queen 
Victoria on March 29, 1869. By 
Royal Proclamation the Act became 
effective on July 1, 1867. 

According to Canadian law the Civil 
Day starts at midnight at the expira- 
tion of the previous day. So the 
Dominion of Canada obviously came 
into being at 12:00 A.M. (0 hour) on 
July 1, 1867. The chart presented 
below was set up from that data for 
Ottawa, the Capital. I sent it to you in 
the hope that it will prove of both in- 
terest and value to you and the readers 
of your magazine.

I believe an explanation of this 
would enlighten thousands of your 
readers, if printed in your MANY 
THINGS Dept., as no doubt many 
others are curious about whether or 
not mail contacts should reach their 
destination on days designated as good, 
or written on those days. 

According to the day by day, and 
even the period guide in your maga- 
zine for June, covering Aries (my 
birthday is March 23, 1906—5:05

Insofar as the date of June 6th is con- 
cerned, it seems to me that the basic factor 
there is the transiting Saturn square your 
natal Moon, but thére were a number of 
other configurations which conspired to 
make this a rather trying time for you 
personally, among them transiting Mars 
exactly square your natal Neptune (June 
6th).

You may find this data interesting anent 
the birthdates of Rulers born the day of an 
eclipse, which should show the maximum 
Significance of an eclipsed Sun or Moon 
in a radical chart. In my researches I 
have turned up some interesting data, It 
may be pointed out that Victor Emanud 
II, King of Sardinia—1848-61—of Italy— 
1861-78 (under him Italy was united and 
freed from Austrian domination)—was 
born March 14, 1820. It is therefore inter- 
esting to note that that was the day of a 
Total Eclipse of the SUN! Assuming an 
average reign of 25 years and confining 
ourselves to the male Rulers of a given 
State we find that only once in about 4,375 
years on an average will a Ruler be born 
the day of a Total Eclipse, once in 1,875 
the day of a Central one (i.e. including 
both Annular, Annular-Total and Total 
Eclipses), and once in around 1,300 years 
the day of a partial eclipse—all eclipses of 
the Sun. The path passed over the waters 
south of Cape Hope, over SOUTH 
AFRICA as the first 5,000 British settlers 
arrived there, and over Madagascar. As we 


know, shipping around SOUTH AFRICA

AFRICA have made of it the nemesis of 
Italy’s African Empire first in the me 
then the North of Africa!

According to the Reference Department 
of the Philadelphia Free Library, Current 
Biography gives November 20, 1873 as the 
date of birth for Ramon Castillo, deposed 
President of Argentina. But this was the 
day of a partial Solar eclipse—a fateful 
sign for Argentina. The shadow fell om 
Antarctica and the waters south of Mada- 
gascar and South Africa, the meaning of 
which is unclear, but the area is near Ar- 
gentina., 

As originally pointed out in American 
Astrology, Emperor Franz Joseph of 
Austria-Hungary was born the day of the 
August 18, 1830 partial Solar eclipse, about 
half an hour before it started, I think. 
Under him the Hapsburg Dynasty ended 
after over six centuries of power. As 
originally pointed out by my friend Rud- 
hyar, Karl Marx was born the day of the 
Solar eclipse of May 5, 1818 (Annular), and 
as charted by me in your magazine, most of 
its path crossed Russia—he being the 
Father of Communism.

The Japs in their first 
War with China took Port Arthur on No- 
vember 21, 1894.) Five days later, by mar- 
rying Czar Nicholas II, she became Czar- 
ina, She was Czarina when in 1898 Russia 
got Port Arthur from China on a 99-year 
lease, and in 1904-05, when it became the 
pivot of the war with Japan, in which 
Vladivostok was also important. She was 
murdered on July 18, 1918, along with the 
Csar—thus ending the long Romanov 
Dynasty—as the Allies took over Vladi- 
vostok. At that time her 1872 cycle was 
going out and the Marx 1818 one coming in, 
one of the most crucial moments in history, 
since Soviet Russia was established then; 
had it not been, what a difference now! 

As to the future rulers, there is the case 
of the Crown Prince of Sweden, who was 
born November 11, 1882, day of an Annu- 
lar eclipse. Under him there should be 
great changes in Sweden. 

There is also the Belgian Princess Maria 
who married Crown Prince Humbert of 
Italy, she having been born August 4, 1906, 
and if about 2 P.M., as I am led to believe, 
therefore during a Total Lunar eclipse. 
Thus Victor Emmanuel II, who founded 
modern Italy and the House of Savoy as 
ruling Dynasty, born the day of the 1820 
eclipse, may be followed by the next ruler 
of Italy—who may well be the last of the 
Savoy Dynasty, due to the future Queen’s 
birth on the day of the Lunar eclipse. 
(The Czarina thus ended the Romanov 
Dynasty in Russia.)

Sometimes following curiosity is not 
a lethal quest. Today I got to wonder- 
ing about the Solar Chart which has 
Sun on the Ascendant with the other 
house cusps in the same degree. 

Usually I have found the Solar 
Chart satisfactory for both Primary 
and Major Progressed Directions, also 
for Transits, as to current events. Yet 
I have never been quite satisfied with 
the Sun Ascendant for these two rea- 
SONS: 

1. A Solar Chart is used for any 
person born on the same day of the 
same year. 

2. Natives of the sign of Leo (of 
which Sun is ruler) would tend to get 
the most exact information from a 
Solar or Sun Ascendant Chart. 

Then since Sun is man-in-general, 
we might say a Solar Chart would be 
more correct for a male than a female ; 
and since the Moon is woman-in-gen- 
eral, it might be more correct to erect 
a Lunar Chart or Moon Ascendant 
Chart for a female. However, I am not 
overlooking the esoteric view point. 

For humans the Sun is the center 
of the macrocosm or surrounding uni- 
verse. Therefore, when we draw up a 
hieroglyph for the microcosm, in short, 
astrological score of the music of the 
spheres or the personal universe of a 
human being, it is natural enough that 
we put the Sun at the center. (1 have 
noticed that all astrological factors re- 
lating to the Sun in a chart are a sure 
index to the native’s religion, idea of 
God, and religious keywords.) This 
practice is in harmony with the ancient 
esoteric doctrine, “as above so below.” 
In the Book of Books it is written, “So 
God created man in His own image.” 
But if the Sun was really placed at the

“Center” or Throne of a chart, rhea 
the Sun would be at the tenth house, * 
Furthermore, as previously stated, the — 
Solar Chart would be much more equi- 
table if the Sun was not already con- 
sidered in Astrology as a sign ruler, 
This places a Leo-fifth house cast on 
every interpretation made from the 
Solar Chart. 

Curiosity led by dissatisfaction drew 
me to try an experiment. Instead of 
using a Sun Ascendant, if the native 
were a Taurean, I put Venus on the 
Ascendant and put the other house 
cusps the same degree as Venus. If the 
native were Capricorn, I put Saturn 
on the Ascendant and the cusps re- 
spectively as to degree. Since I use 
Mars as ruler of Aries, I put Pluto 
on the Ascendant if the native was 
Scorpio. (Pluto and Scorpio have the 
word “pressure” as a@ common key- 
word.) The resulting chart I have 
called Aurascope. 

I am a Taurean and I feel better 
represented with my Aries Venus on 
the Ascendant. At present I am check- 
ing my Aurascope as to events. I am 
checking also any charts of persons I 
know well or people whose lives are 
historic. It would be revealing if other 
astrologers would do the same for 
statistical purposes. 

As it happens, if I put my Aries 
Venus on the Ascendant (then of 
course, Libra occupies the seventh 
house cusp), my major Progressed 
Moon is in the vicinity of natal 
Jupiter in Libra. It also happens that 
the idea of marrying again has be- 
come tempting recently, as I want 
companionship more richly, even 
though after divorce from my first 
marriage, I said never again. I believe 
the Aurascope is a better index to 
personality, since more exact and less 
general, by putting the nativity sign 
ruler on the Ascendant; and, so far, 
for me at. least, is proving reliable on 
events. 

This may not be a new idea, but I 
have not run across its mention in 
print. I would appreciate comment 
from those interested.

The Jupiter-Saturn copjunction in Capri- 
corn in your chart, in your solar second 
house, sextile your Sun, should especially 
favor you financially. Also, I note your 
progressed Sun coming to your Venus in 
Capricorn in your solar: second, which 
should accentuate the above considerably 
and attract additional happiness through 
these matters.

In our May 1943 issue, page 17, we 
pointed out that the North African cam- 
paign was commenced under the New Moon 
of November 8, 1942, and was further cor- 
related to the Full Moon of November 22, 
1942, in 29° 55’ Taurus, the degree of the 
major conjunction of Saturn and Uranus 
of May 3, 1942 (29° 20’ Taurus). Also 
that in view of this fact, this campaign 
_ Might be expected to terminate and be 
brought to a successful conclusion, at least 
approximately coincident with’ the Full 
Moon of May 19, 1943, in 28° 00’ Scorpio 
(the opposite degree). Quoting from our 
May 1943 issue, page 17, to wit: 


May we not reasonably expect there- 
fore, the termination of the North 
African campaign at that time, which 
under present conditions could mean 
not only the final annihilation of the 
Axis forces in Tunisia, etc. 


As a matter of fact, the Axis resistance’ 
in Tunisia finally collapsed May 12th.* 

In connection with the above it was 
further pointed out that in charts of this 
nature Mars must be accepted as symboliz- 
ing the activating principle in any plane- 
tary pattern, and therefore transits of Mars 
must be considered of major importance. 

Turning to the Allied Invasion of Africa, 
November 8, 1942, it will be noted that

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there is an extraordinary concentration of © 
forces in the sign Scorpio. On July 8, 1943, 7 
Mars entered Taurus (opposing Scorpio), — 
and thereafter successively opposed Mer- 
cury, Mars, Moon, Venus and Sun of the 
November 8, 1942 Invasion chart on July 
10th, 13th, 17th, 26th and 30th respec- 
tively. At the time of the Sicilian invasion 
(July 9th and 10th), we find Mars in al- 
most exact opposition to the African Inva- 
sion Mercury. It is not surprising that this 
Sicilian campaign moved forward with such 
celerity in view of the successive transits of 
Mars mentioned above. 

The resignation of Mussolini came under 
the opposition of the transiting Mars to 
the (North African) Invasion Venus, 
touched off by the conjunction of the tran- 
siting Moon with Mars at 2:06 A.M. 
(Central European War Time) on Sunday, 
July 25th in 11° 30’ Taurus.* At this 
writing (July 27, 1943), the fate of Italy 
is still uncertain, but we could feel justified 
in expecting the complete surrender and 
occupation by Allied troops about July 30th 
or 3lst, when the transiting Mars opposes 
the Invasion (November 8th) Sun, and 
at which time (July 31st, 11:06 P.M., 
E.S.T.—early A.M, C.E.W.T.) there will 
be an annular eclipse of the Sun in 8° 03 
Leo on Mussolini’s natal Sun and Mercury. 
Definitely this Italian situation should be 
considerably clarified and well in hand by 
August Ist. 

Returning once more to a consideration 
of the Mars transits of 1943 in relation to 
the major Saturn-Uranus conjunction of 
May 3, 1942, on page 17 of our May 1943 
issue, we pointed out that on August 22, 
1943 Mars would transit the degree of this 
major conjunction, and that on the same 
date the transiting Moon will also conjoin 
the transiting Mars in this degree. It was 
therefore pointed out that August 22nd 
was, in our opinion, a very critical date for 
the totalitarian powers and we might well 
expect some distinctly sensational develop- 
ments and drastic events—events specifi- 
cally involving Hitler et al, particularly 
Hitler, because his natal Neptune is in the 
first degree of Gemini, only one degree re- 
moved from this powerful transit and in 
close conjunction with his natal Pluto. Of

course we know Hitler is defeated—has 
been for some time, ever since he attacked 
Russia, if we wish to be conservative, al- 
though astrologically, as has been so fre- 
quently stated in past issues of American 
Astrology Magazine, it is not difficult to 
trace the beginning of the end back to the 
French Armistice, at which time der 
Fuehrer may be said to have attained the 
peak of his power. 

However that may be, and while Ger- 
many may crack wide open in August, we 
are at the moment much more interested 
in following through on this new assault 
by the Allies upon the European fortress. 
This Sicilian adventure is revealed as the 
second phase of a campaign which really 
falls into three phases; first the invasion 
of North Africa, second the invasion of 
Sicily, and third—“that is the question.” 

We previously referred to August 22nd 
as a date of outstanding significance. It 
is further significant that one day follow- 
ing the date of the transit referred to, i.e. 
August 23rd, Mars enters Gemini to remain 
in that sign for seven months. 

Following through on our technique of 
using each phase of the total campaign as 
the key to the next, i. e., we used the 
African invasion as a key to the Sicilian 
invasion, we may therefore logically use the 
latter as the key to the next or third phase. 
Here we find (on July 10, 1943) the 
transiting Saturn exactly conjoined with 
' the United States’ Mars, while Uranus

transits the Ascendant of the United States 
chart; therefore this much we may be per- 
mitted to say. The United States of Ameri- 
ca may reasonably be expected to take 
the spotlight during the seven-month period 
that Mars is in Gemini, that is, from August 
1943 to March 1944 inclusive, and that by 
the same token U. S. may be definitely on 
the offensive. In regard to just where they 
will be on the offensive, we will not take 
the liberty of expressing an opinion, but 
take it from me, folks, Uncle Sam is “going 
places” during the period of this transit. 
It might be pointed out that efforts should 
be made to make as much progress as pos- 
sible between August 23rd and October 28, 
1943. There may be a relatively stagnant 
period between October 19th and January 
11, 1944, although this need not be time 
wasted—should we say that it may be used 
to good advantage as a period for gathering 
strength for the next blow? 

It is interesting to note that in the horo- 
scope of the Chinese Republic, Mars is 
on the Ascendant of the United States. 
This marks the Chinese Republic as a 
natural (military) ally of the United States. 
In the near future our Chinese friends can 
probably be of much assistance to us and 
we might go so far as to say that the inclina- 
tion and ability to do so may not be lack- 
ing. We would prefer not to say more than 
is necessary about this matter. Let it suffice 
to point out significant dates, to wit, August 
22nd and 23rd, September 6th, October 
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10th, 19th and 28th, November Sth, 14th, 
and 27th, December 11th, 22nd, and 30th, 
» January 11th and 30th, 1944, and March 
8th. If we do not miss our guess, by 
March 28th, 1944, Old Glory should be 
waving proudly and victoriously over the 
citadels of evil, radiating the light of 
Hope over many areas of the earth now 
darkened by the shadows of the sinister 
forces that would seek to destroy our 
civilization. 


TIDES 


Aberdeen, S. D. 

I have been reading your articles on 
the moon. I have gleaned some kernels 
from some of them but still do not 
know what I want to find out. It is 
about the tides—now I have actually 
written to people who live near the 
ocean. Yes—the tides go in and go 
out, but that is as far as they know. 

I want to know at what hours they 
go in and come out—4f it is at the same 
hour every time—if it is the time the 
moon rises and sets inland that is used 
to compare with the tides. 

In regard to the influence of the 
moon on the tides, I would like to 
know when the long cycles begin. I 
understand that short cycles are ordi- 
nary tide cycles corresponding to the 
upper and lower transits of the moon 
(whatever they are). 

I understand also that the so-called 
short cycle is on the average 12 hours, 
known as the moon’s tide cycle, which 
includes short units of three hours 
each. It is said that the actions of the 
tide give us the key to the potentials. 
Six hours preceding the maximum of 
high tide are strengthening—the six 
hours immediately following high tide 
(of 3% days) are weakening. But to 
be able to determine when they are 
negative or positive, we must take the 
hour of high tide as the key, as it is 
known in each locality on the face of 
the earth—regardless of whether the 
locality is near a body of water or not. 
For the daily or weekly schedule of 
tides for city or locality where one 
lives, one needs a moon table giving 
the revolutions or cycles for each 
month. 

I note the hour of moonrise given 
on page 75 of April American Astrol- 


ogy. Would the time of moonrise given 
here for any locality be correct to use~ 4 
as the beginning of the tide cycle for 
each day? 
, Enclosed in 1943 American Astrol- 
ogy Ephemeris is a local civil time 
table of moonrise. Would the time 
given for each day be equivalent to 
the coming in of the daily tide cycle 
and sunset when it goes out? I’ve 
studied physical geographies and 
everything I could lay my hands on— 
written innumerable letters, all for 
naught, as far as I am concerned. 
BE. C. E. 


ANSWER: Analyzing your letter into 
several points, I would reply as follows: 

(1) You want to know at what hour the 
tides come in and go out. The answer is 
that the tides are correlated with the “luni- 
tidal interval,” and not by any means with 
the moonrise or moonset. The tide and 
the moon’s transit over the meridian have 
a day of the same average length; hence at 
any one locality the relation of the time of 
tide to the time of moon’s transit over the 
meridian is nearly constant. This interval 
is the lunitidal interval. It’ varies in dif- 
ferent localities. For instance, at the port 
of New York the low water follows the 
moon’s upper and also the lower transit by 
two hours; and high water follows the 
upper and also the lower transit by about 
eight hours. Several factors cause the lag 
of tide over the transits. 

(2) The moon’s upper transit is the time 
the moon crosses the upper meridian, and 
the lower transit is the time the moon 
crosses the anti-meridian or lower meri- 
dian. 

As to the short cycles, there are several; 
a semi-diurnal tidal cycle-of 1214 hours; 
a diurnal of 24"; a diurnal of 24% 50%, 
Longer cycles are of 13 5/6 days, the semi- 
monthly; the monthly of 27 1/3 days. Long 
cycles include the semi-yearly of 14 year; 
the yearly of 1 year. There are no 3-hour 
units that I know of. The whole subject 
of the tides is very complicated: it is no 
wonder you have trouble with it. 

(3) You wish to know the hour of high 
tide “. . . in each locality . . . whether the 
locality is near a body of water or not. 
Now I ask you, how can there be any tide _ 
at all if the place is not a port or near a 
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_ “body of water? It would seem to me to be 
¢- 4 absurd question. (You have not said 
me » anything about earth tides. There is a 


' tide in the solid earth itself. For example, 
you are about 9 inches nearer the moon at 
certain times than you would be if the 






the material from which the monthly data 
as on p. 75 of the April magazine are 
copied. Then you can see that your answer 
to the question as to the use of the tables 
inclosed with the ephemeris is included in | 
paragraph 4. ae 

(6) Apparently you have not had the 
proper books in which to read on the 
subject of tides. While the causes of tides 
come under astronomy, the details belong 
to the study of oceanography, which is a 
branch of physiography, and the latter be- 
longs to geography. The subject is treated 
under Mathematical Geography; but there 
is no modern comprehensive book on it. I 
am starting to write one, and will take up 
all of the questions I can think of. 

Good tide material is contained in John- 
stone’s Introduction to Oceanography; 
Marmer’s The Tide ; the National Research 
Council’s series of Physics of the Earth, 
volume called Oceanography. And there 
are others also. 

Apparently too you have not written to 
the right authorities on the subject. The 
U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey of Wash- 
ington is the proper place in general, 
thought nét for the astrological angle.

ANSWER: For the further informa- 
tion of students, it may be pointed out 
that the standard method of finding the 
Part of Fortune is to add the longitude 
of the Moon to that of the ascendant, and 
subtract the longitude of the Sun (adding 
the circle of' 360 degrees if necessary).

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The Men Who Made the Constitution 


l. SEEMS curious that so little interest 
has been shown in, or honor accorded to, 
the men who went to the Constitutional 
Convention in Philadelphia (May 25-Sep- 
tember 17, 1787) to attempt a seemingly 
impossible task and there developed a 
Constitution which has endured until it 
now stands as the “oldest comprehensive 
written form of government” in the world, 
The delegates to the Convention were an 
unusual group of men, whose birthdata be- 
long in the astrological records of American 
history, where they should stand as ex- 
amples of integrity and statesmanship, 
James M. Beck* describes the delegates as 
“men of substance and honor, who could 
debate for four months during the de- 
pressing weather of a hot summer without 
losing their tempers, except momentarily— 
and this despite vital differences—and who 
showed that genius of toleration and rec- 
onciliation of conflicting views, inspired 
by a common fidelity to a great objective, 
that is the highest mark of statesmanship.” 


Seventy-two delegates to the Convention 
were chosen by the Legislatures of the 
States, but the greatest attendance was 
fifty-five and only forty-two remained on 
September 17th. Thirty-nine men signed 
. the completed document, three of the dele- 

gates refusing to sign, Elbridge Gerry of 
Massachusetts, and Edmund Randolph and 
George Mason of Virginia. 

The names of the signers accompany this 
article, arranged in the order in which they 
affixed their signatures to the document. 
The birthdays of thirty-four have been 
obtained and are given in the tabulated 
material, together with the Greenwich Noon 
planetary positions for the dates, with 
sources of the birthdata noted. No exact

data could be located on five of the signers, 
nor on George Mason and George Wythe 
although these delegates were influenti 
during the proceedings, as was John Rut- 
ledge among the “signers” whose data is 
missing. Any information readers can 
supply on these men would be gratefully 
received. 

The usual general impression retained 
from common and high school history 
courses is that the Convention was sort of 
a “big business” conference. It is true that 
most of the delegates were men of com- 
parative wealth, some self-made and others 
from landed families, but in that day these 
were the only ones who would have had 
sufficient education to accomplish such a 
task. There were merchants, bankers, 
farmers, doctors and soldiers, and thirty- 
one lawyers. Thirty-nine of the fifty-five 
members had been members of the Conti- 
nental Congress and eight had already 
helped frame the Constitutions of their 
States. Twenty-four were college graduates, 
three were professors of law in universities 
and a few were already famed abroad as 
well as in this country, notably Benjamin 
Franklin and George Washington. 

An examination of the charts of these 
men fails to present a composite picture 
of the kind of conservatism which is gener- 
ally attributed to the Constitution framers, 

The predominancé of water over earth 
sun signs would indicate that the common 
objective, the universal or, here, the na- 
tional purpose, rather than protection of 
business interests, dictated judgment. This 
is further emphasized by the positions of 
Venus; only two of the 34 signers whose 
birthdata we have, had Venus in an earth 
sign, another planetary position commonly 
associated with a materialistic viewpoint 
and a determination to protect possessions. 
We have to look to aspects to find a signifi- 
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4 eed cant factor which tends in the conservative 
_ direction, and this observation led to an 


interesting discovery in relation to previous 
deductions made from examinations of the 
charts of the Presidents of the U. S. 

It has been established both astrologi- 
cally and statistically that “afflicting” 
aspects between the Sun and Saturn and 
Moon and Mars have been significant in 
the Presidents’ chart.* While it is not our 
purpose to enter into any sort of a statis- 
tical study of these charts, it is within our 
province to record observed astrological 
facts. The Sun-Saturn afflictions coincide 
with an authoritative mien, ambition and 
administrative ability—the kind of quali- 
ties which are desirable in a President. 

With the Convention delegates however, 
we find Mars and Uranus in affliction with 
the Sun, rather than Saturn, which is a 
horse of a different color, for against the 
steadiness and driving ambition of the Sun- 
Saturn aspects, we have here, the original- 
ity, the independence of thought, the tra- 
dition-breaking crusading of Sun-Uranus, 
backed up by the self-sureness and fighting 
Spirit of the Sun-Mars—that supplies an 
insight into the difference between the 
make-up of these men and that popularly 
attributed to them. And yet it describes 
much more accurately the type of character 
necessary for the revolutionary proceedings 
of the Convention, where the members, 
“Without shedding a drop of blood, calmly 
and deliberately abolished one government, 
Substituted another and erected it upon 
foundations which have proved enduring.” 
And though they exceeded the powers dele- 
gated to them, erecting a new government 
instead of revising the old, with the true 
revolutionary spirit of Sun-Uranus, Sun- 
Mars aspects, they knew exactly what they 
were doing and moved hesitantly, examin- 

ing the ground carefully every step of the 
way as befits Saturn-Venus, for the afflict- 
ing aspects between the latter planets are 
€ven more predominant than the Uranus- 
Mars-Sun aspects. Saturn-Venus afflictions 
want to know exactly what they are going 
to get before they give; this is just about 
the way the proceedings went, one side 
“giving” a little here, the other a little 
there—which is not a bad balance for the 
independence of mind characterized by 
Sun-Mars, Sun-Uranus afflictions. A further

observation can be made on the sun sign’ 
distribution: Only one Taurean and one © 
Leo native signed the Constitution (only ~ 
two Leos and three Taureans were dele- © 
gates); the Scorpios (five) carried the ball 
for the fixed signs. This is interesting in 
view of the transits, for Saturn was in 
Aquarius during 1787, squaring the Sun 
from the 10th for Taurus and opposing the 
Sun from the 7th for Leo, while for Scorpio, 
it held the foundational 4th house position. 
Another popular idea is that the Consti- 
tution was drafted practically single-handed 
by Alexander Hamilton, except for some 
help from James Madison. In any gathering 
of that sort, it is natural that a few men 
should emerge as leaders, but Alexander 
Hamilton, despite the popular conception, 
was not one of them. He made his now 
famous speech on June 18th, then left the 
convention on June 28th, not to return until 
August 13th, and even after the latter date, 
did not attend regularly. However, Hamil- 
ton was a member of the Committee on 
style, and although the Constitution was far 
from his concept, on September 17th he 
expressed his anxiety that all the members 
present should sign. The idea that the 
Constitution is ‘Hamilton’s” while the 
Declaration of Independence is Jefferson’s 
probably came about through Hamilton’s 
contributions to The Federalist Papers. 
Hamilton’s conversion to the Constitution, 
which he considered a “wretched make- 
shift” at the time of the Convention, has 
never been explained. Astrologically, it is 
no doubt significant that it occurred as 
transiting Mars moved up to oppose his Sun 
and Mercury in Capricorn (often a time 
when about-faces occur); then too, his 
innate respect for government (Sun, Mer- 
cury, Mars in Capricorn, Saturn in Aqua- 
rius and Jupiter in Virgo) would incline 
him to champion a plan which, poor though 
it might be, was better than mo authority. 
Among the less active members must be 
counted those who made no speeches and 
served on no committees. Richard Bassett, 
John Blair, William Few, Joseph Gilman, 
Jared Ingersoll and William Blount did not 
make a speech during the Convention prior 
to the last day. Although thirty-eight of 
the members served on one or more com- 
mittees, Jacob Broom, Jonathan Dayton, 
Thomas Mifflin, Jared Ingersoll, Richard 
Bassett, Richard Spaight, William Blount, — 
Daniel of St. Thomas Jennifer and Robert ~ 
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“Morris did not serve on any committee. 
' The latter group is interesting from ‘an 
' astrological angle, because five of the seven 
-whose birthdates we have are cardinal sun 
signs, and it’s highly unusual to find cardi- 
nals sitting on the side lines. 

Among the more prominent signers were 
George Washington, Benjamin Franklin, 
James Madison, James Wilson, Nathaniel 
Gorham, Rufus King, Roger Sherman, 
Gouverneur Morris, John Rutledge, the 
two Pinckneys and William Samuel John- 
son. Edmund Randoph, Elbridge Gerry, 
Oliver Ellsworth, Luther Martin, William 
Paterson and George Mason were extremely 
influential members who did not sign the 
historic document. 

George Washington presided as President 
of the Convention. He made only one 
speech during the entire proceedings, and 
that on the final day. 

Benjamin Franklin’s influence was in- 
calculable and to trace its ramifications 
would be impossible; if it rested on nothing 
more than the one incident of July 2nd, 
when he made one of his most famous 
speeches and literally held the Convention 
together by his suggestion of a recess, that 
influence would still be greatly responsible 
for the success of the undertaking. Unques- 
tionably his prestige and stirring appeal 
on September 17th went far toward per- 
suading many of the members to sign who 
would not otherwise have done so. 

Nathaniel Gorham presided over sessions 
sitting as a Committee as a Whole. Gorham 
had been elected President of the Conti- 
nental Congress in 1877 and served also on 
the Committee on Detail. 

James Madison’s part also was so great 
that it cannot be covered in such a brief 
space. He came to the Convention with 
the Virginia Resolutions which served as a 
working’ structure for the Constitution. 
While it is never stated that the Virginia 
Resolutions are Madison’s, the work is 
largely attributed to him. Among other 
things, he served on the Committee on 
Style, which drew up the final draft, and 
contributed to The Federalist -Papers. 

James Wilson, a professor of Law at the 
University of Pennsylvania, is generally 
accredited with having been the most pro- 
found legal mind in the Convention. 

Charles Pinckney, an up and coming 
young lawyer of 29, also arrived with a 
draft of his ideas which he presented on 
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May 25th, immediately after the 
Resolutions had been offered. 

Edmund Randolph, Elbridge Gerry and 
George Mason were the only members who 
took their seats on September 17th but © 
refused to sign the Constitution, George 
Mason was an active and able opponent” 
of central government throughout the 
Convention. Edmund Randolph’s refusal is 
a little more astonishing for he opened the ~ 
Convention and presented the Virginia © 
Resolutions. Although Randolph refused ~ 
to sign the draft, he advocated ratification © 
in the Virginia Convention, being willing ~ 
to take a chance on. amendment. (He | 
was the first Attorney General and later, = 
Secretary of State.) a 

Elbridge Gerry served on a number of © 
committees, and was an active member at | 
all times. He opposed ratification in the = 
Massachusetts Convention but later was 
also to hold a high office in the government 
he opposed, for in 1812 he was elected 
Vice-President of the United States. 

Oliver Ellsworth approved of the Con- 
stitution and undoubtedly would have 
signed it had he been present. He had 
left the Convention to attend to his duties 
as a judge—the transiting sun on his radi- 
cal Saturn at the close of the Convention ~ 
is an interesting astrological note on his | 
absence “in the line of duty.” It was 
Ellsworth who precipitated the crisis of 
June 29th-July 2nd by making the motion 
to adopt the Connecticut Compromise 
(equal representation in the upper house, 
representation on the apportionment basis 
in the lower). 

Luther Martin was the unquestionable 
leader of the opposition to central gov- 
ernment in the Convention; he was a bril- 
liant though diffuse speaker (Mercury in 
Pisces opposition Saturn) and has the dis- 
tinction of making the longest speech of 
the Convention—two days. He spoke with 
vehemence and wore the opposition down 
(Mars conjunct the Sun in Aquarius), He 
must have felt that he was battling against 
a stone wall with Saturn transiting his Sun 
and Mars, for he left the Convention in | 
disgust three weeks before adjournment, | 
Setting forth his argument against the Con- 
stitution, he wrote to the legislature of 
Maryland “a report entitled ‘General In- 
formation’ which in its opposition to the 
Constitution may be compared with the 
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much more celebrated advocacy of it in the 
| Federalist.”* 

The most indefatigable speakers in the 
Convention were Gouverneur Morris, who 
spoke 173 times, James Wilson (who spoke 
and reasoned so accurately—note the Vir- 

go) 168 times, Madison, 161, Roger Sher- 
man, 138, George Mason, 136 and Elbridge 
Gerry, 119. These charts, with the excep- 
tion of Wilson’s, all show aspects which 
are interpreted as indicating quantity as 
well as quality when it comes to talking— 
Morris, Mars square Mercury; Madison, 
Uranus conjunct Mercury; Sherman, Ura- 
nus opposition Mercury and Gerry, Jupiter 
Square Mercury—and as for Wilson, Mer- 
cury conjunct the Sun in Virgo, opposed 
by Moon in Pisces, would not incline to- 
ward restraint in speech. 

The Committee on Detail, directed on 
July 26th to embody the general principles 
in a formal draft was formed of John 
Rutledge, Edmund Randolph, Nathaniel 
Gorham, Oliver Ellsworth and James Wil- 
son. The four whose birth-data we have 
have one astrological factor in common— 
the previously mentioned affliction between 
Venus and Saturn (Gorham and Wilson, 
Venus conjunct Saturn; Randolph, Venus 
opposition Saturn; Ellsworth, Venus square 
Saturn), which leads to the conclusion that 
the first formal draft was framed by the 
ve, painstaking element in the member- 

ip.

tember 8th, “to revise the style of and ar- © 
range the articles that had been agreed to ~ 
by the House,” was composed of William ~ 


Samuel Johnson, Alexander Hamilton, 
Gouverneur Morris, James Madison and 
Rufus King. These men, who achieved a 
work that stands as a model of simple 
and lucid expression, with the exception 
of James Madison, have Mercury conjunct 
the Sun. It is believed that the draft was 
largely the work of Gouverneur Morris, 
whose Sun Mercury conjunction (as was 
Johnson’s) is trined by Jupiter in Gemini. 

The net result of the labors of the dele- 
gates over a period of “almost four months 
consisted of about 4,000 words, 89 sen- 
tences and 140 distinct provisions,” which 
with the amendments, make up the gov- 
ernment of the United States.

Next month the charts of the Convention 
as a meeting will be presented in connec- 
tion with the transiting planetary positions 
during the sessions. Fortunately we have 
been able to obtain hours for the Conven- 
tion charts and find that these charts verify 
to an unusual extent the disputed “Gemini 
Ascending chart” for the United States.

An Astrologer Accepts the Challenge 


of Astronomers*

FOREWORD 


ey recently Astrology has been 
based almost wholly on observation only, 
but because, due to our unawareness of 
relationships and objectives, Nature seems 
to be deceptive in many of her manifesta- 
tions, the mind and vision of man are apt 
to get erroneous impressions and only par- 
tial, distorted views. All too often man 
allows his fancies to run riot without veri- 
fication by the reasoning faculties of the 
ideas he contacts—not to mention the un- 
trained minds that are sometimes attracted 
to this complex study of intangible 
forces—therefore there have been many 
absurd claims and predictions made in con- 
nection with the art that were not justified 
by the rules that have come down the ages 
with it. These have led to deserved ridicule 
in many instances and often to wholesale 
refutation of all astrology’s claims to recog- 
nition by some, who have dismissed it sum- 
marily and denied its validity without first 
investigating the subject in an unbiased 
scientific manner. 

Beyond vague, general references to 
“planetary vibrations,’ few astrologers 
have, until recently, had any ideas accepta- 
ble to scientific minds as to what these 
multiplex vibrations are, how and where 
they originate, how they are transmitted 
to our earth and its inhabitants, and by 
what processes they produce the declared 
effects. 

The author of the present article is fairly 
well known in the United States and abroad 
for his researches into and clarification of

fulfilment has emerged, and will probably stil 
produce effects for some time to come. 


the subject during the past 35 years and 
turning his attention in the last few years 
to remedying this defect, has brought some 
of the modern scientific findings regarding 
light, heat, ultraviolet, infrared and other 
known solar radiations into correlation with 
the observed “facts of astrology,” as they 
are often called, a few of the most familiar 
of which are explained here in simple 
language. 

PART I shows rather conclusively that 
this most ancient art and science in the 
world is entirely in harmony with and 
utilizes the self-same subtle, invisible, but 
powerful celestial forces and energies that 
modern science has discovered are univers- 
ally present and on which all life and 
activity In our solar system depend. This 
newly found and demonstrated unification 
is gradually putting the art and science of 
Astrology on an almost entirely new basis 
and manner of interpretation, which should 
lead eventually to a better understanding 
and use of the celestial energies that quite 
evidently underlie many human and other 
activities. The author hopes that the pres- 
ent modernized exposition of this disputed, 
because misunderstood, art will make it 
more factual and comprehensive, lucid and 
related, than in the past; that it may lead 
to further scientific investigation of the 
subject and perhaps help to bring about 
a reunifying of astronomy and astrology 
into one art and science, as it was in earlier 
times; and that it may furnish also a key 
to the mechanics and primary forces of 
evolution. 

In PART II the author accepts the 
specific challenge* of a prominent scientist, 
Dr. H. Spencer Jones, Astronomer Royal

series of conjunctions” (the conjunctions 
of May 11, 1941, a grouping of planets not 
equalled in 200 years). 

Scientists require that the inquirer into 
astronomical theories must adopt the astro- 
nomical and astrophysical laws that have 
been discovered and the mathematical and 
other rules and techniques that have been 
formulated in order to make practical 
application of them, and that he must not 
judge the subject by any literal interpreta- 
tion of symbolic revelations of the nature of 
the heavens from some other source, There- 
fore the modes of operation and the pre- 
dictions, or more correctly, the logical 
inferences made in these pages, must be 
judged on the basis of the revisions and 
explanations of the modern (which is also 
the archaic but long forgotten) theory of 
astrological influences or celestial energies 
and must not be considered according to 
any preconceived, popular, fatalistic, for- 
tune-telling approach. In early times 
astronomy and astrology were two coordin- 
ated phases ‘of one art and science. The 
traditional opposition of orthodox scientists 
—if you know what I mean—dates back 
acouple of hundred years to pompous old 
Doc Sam Johnson, when he somewhat pre- 
maturely and unwittingly announced in his 
first dictionary of the English language (a 
book now valued more for its unconscious 
humor than for its accurate statement or 
profound wisdom) that the art of astrology 
had been “exploded” by Galileo’s discovery, 
or re-discovery, that the sun is the center 
of our solar system and not the earth, as 
astronomers of the times had previously 


maintained, mostly on the alleged authority , 


of God and misinterpretation of the Bible. 
But when the astrologers gloomily went out 
the next morning to gather and bury the 
sad remains of their beloved art after the 
explosion, they found the same old angles 
and aspects of the sun, moon and planets 
were being formed as on previous days, 
with their apexes on the earth as usual, 
where the astrologers stood, which WAS 
still the central point in the universe FOR 
THEM in relation to all life and action, 
just as the central point of the universe 
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'Greenwich Observatory, Great Britain, 





to their joyous surprise they discovered 
that only the old astronomy, not astrology, 
had been exploded! 

In the last half century scientists in all 
branches have changed their opinions (but 
not the natural laws!) of many matters 
formerly called “superstitions,” such as for 
instance, the old alchemist doctrine of 
transmutation of the elements, because of 
the expanding, experimentally obtained 
knowledge of chemistry, the nature of the 
universe and natural law. Sir Ernest Ruth- 
erford’s classical experiment, transmuting 
the element hydrogen into sodium by the 
aid of radium rays, opened the way to 
re-study. and new, or more correctly, old, 
views of this ancient principle and threat- 
ens many other “scientific” dogmas about 
ancient knowledge. Even mercury has now 
been converted into gold, altho the process 
is far too expensive to be profitable. Some 
scientists and pseudo-scientists are even 
dabbling with astrological notions, care- 
fully using a “face-saving” nomenclature, 
and astonishing the faithful worshippers at 
the shrine of duly chartered wisdom! So 
we may yet see the most ancient art in 
the world restored to its proper sphere in 
modern educational circles, as more new 
astro-psycho-physical proofs are produced 
of its value, filling in the quite evident 
gaps and lacks in psychology and other 
“human” sciences as well as elsewhere— 
and the term “superstition” forgotten in 
connection with it. For if we accept the 
dictionary meaning of superstition as “any 
unreasoning or unreasonable belief, impres- 
sion or feeling about any matter,” then 
many scientists have been more super- 
stitious about astrology—judging by the 
arguments presented against it—than any 
astrologer ever was! 

Anent Dr. H. Spencer Jones’ challenge 
to “say what world effects will be produced 
by the unusual series of conjunctions” (of 
heavenly bodies which occurred on May 11, 
1941), I shall refer to some of the more 
important or better known modern scien- 
tific findings regarding light, heat, ultra- 
violet, infrared and other solar radiations 
and lunar and planetary reflections of them 
and show the correlations of these with the 
recorded observations of ancient and mod- 
ern astrology. These will show HOW and

“ 
= Hindus recognize four ages of the 
world,” continued Professor Gebhardt, “to 
which they give the name of yugas. 
The first was Kritha-yuga, covering a 
period of 1,728,000 years; the second was 
Tretha-yuga, which lasted 1,296,000 years; 
and the third, Dwapara-yuga, 864,000 
years. The last, in which we are now liv- 
ing, is called Kali-yuga, or the Age of 
Misery, and is expected to last about 
432,000 years. The present year of Chris- 
tian Era (1937), corresponds to the year 

5038 of the Kali-yuga. 
“The ‘first three ages are mythical, and 
in ordinary life no mention is made of 
them. All their calculations and dates, as 


well as all the most important ancient and 
authentic records are reckoned from the 


commencement of the Kali-yuga. 

“At the close of each of the yugas there 
took place a universal upheaval in nature. 
No trace of the preceding yuga survived in 
what followed. The gods themselves were 
affected by the changes resulting from 
these vast upheavals. Vishnu, for instance, 
_ who was white in the preceding yuga, be- 

came black in the present one. 

“Tt is an interesting fact that the present 
Hindu age, the Kali-yuga, dates from ap- 
proximately the same time as the epoch of 
the Biblical Flood—an event clearly rec- 
ognized by them and very distinctly men- 
tioned by their ancient authors, who gave 
it the name of Jala-pralayam, of ‘the Flood 
of Waters.’ 

“Tt is definitely stated in the Marken- 
dayapurana and in the Bhagavata that this 
event caused the destruction of all man- 
kind, with the exception of the seven fa- 
mous Rishis, or Penitents, who were saved 
from the universal destruction by means 
of an ark, of which Vishnu himself was the 
pilot. Another great personage, called 
Manu, corresponds to Noah, who was also 
saved along with the seven Penitents.

“Another very remarkable circumstance 
is that the Hindu method of reckoning the 
age of the world agrees essentially with 
that which we have in the OT. In Genesis 
8:13, for example, we read: ‘And it came to 
pass in the six hundreth and first year, in 
the first month, the first day of the month, 
the waters were dried up from off the 
earth...’ We read in Hindu works—‘On’ 
such a day of such a month of such a year 
of such a cycle, reckoning from the com- 
mencement of the Kali-yuga.’ 

“In the passage quoted from the OT, the 
date is reckoned from the birth of Noah. 
He was then entering his six hundred and 
first year. But according to many chronol- 
ogists it appears that in times immediately 
succeeding the Deluge, the Scripture reck- 
on time by this patriarch, and that the an- 
niversary of his birth commemorated the 
day on which the earth was restored to 
mankind—a memorable epoch, from which 
they henceforth dated the years of the 
newly-restored earth, that is, of the new 
era which they had just entered. 

“The ordinary Hindu cycle is sixty 
years, but they have also adopfed another 
of ninety years, used principally in as- 
tronomical calculations. The latter is a 
much more recent invention, and was in- 
troduced at the time of the death of a 
famous king of India, named Salivahana, 
who ruled over a province then called 
Sagam, and who died at the end of the 
first century of the Christian Era. The 
use of the two cycles has caused no con 
fusion, as a period of three ordinary cycles 
exactly corresponds with two astronomical 
cycles and they coincide at a definite epoch. 

“It is immaterial whether or not this 
cycle was adopted before the Flood, and 
whether or not it was from Noah or his 
immediate descendants that the Hindus — 
learned its use, but we do know that the © 





age 
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wen-day weekly period was known prior 
¥ this remarkable event (the Flood), and 
“that the Hindu week agrees exactly with 
‘that of the Hebrews and with ours, and 
| bear somewhat similar names. 

“One peculiar circumstance is that just 
as every day of the Hindu week has its 
own particular name, so has each of the 
sixty years of a cycle. Thus, they do not 
say that such and such an event happened 
on the twentieth or thirtieth year before or 
after such an era. They give the year its 
particular name, and say, for example, that 
such an event happened i in the year Kilasa, 
or the year Bdava, or Vikary. 

“The Hindu computation of the epoch of 
the Flood does not correspond exactly with 
that of the OT. But it should be remem- 
bered that there is a difference of more 
than 900 years between the period sup; 
posed to have elapsed between the Flood 
and the Birth of Christ according to the 
Septuagint version on one hand and ac- 
cording to the Vulgate on the other. Yet 
neither of these varying calculations is 
wholly rejected, and both are supported 
by able chronologists. 

“According to the Hindu calculations, 
the time that elapsed between the Deluge 
and the Birth of Christ was 3,102 years. 
This period differs from that laid down 
in the Vulgate by about 770 years, but it 
agrees much nearer with the calculations 
made in the Septuagint, which gives 3,258 
years between the Deluge and the com- 
mencement of the Christian Era. If we 
accept this last calculation, the epoch of 
the Hindu Jala-pralayam does not differ 
from that of the Deluge of the Holy Scrip- 
tures by mare than 156 years. 

“Ovid’s story of the Deucalion Flood 
does not approach so near the Universal 
Deluge of Scripture as the Jala-pralayam 
of the Hindus. All the critics place the 
former so near the Birth of Christ that its 
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comparative modernness alone seems suffi- 


cient to prove that it has not even been 
borrowed from other ancient nations. 

“The Flood of Ogyges, the occurrence 
of which is generally placed in the year 428 
before that of Deucalion, is however, later 
by more than 1,200 years to the Universal 
Deluge, according to the Hindu calcula- 
tions of the /ala-pralayam. We have, there- 
fore, fresh evidence that the Floods of both 
Deucalion and Ogyges were local inunda- 
tions, if, indeed, they were not altogether 
mythical. 

“There are three stages in the history 
of Hindu Astronomy and Astrology. The 
Vedas, the Brahmanas, and most of the 
literature based upon them, indicate a very 
elementary basis knowledge of the subject. 
Their ideas as embodied therein are crude, 
and few attempts were made to work them 
out in detail. , 

“In the second stage, of which the old- 
est documents are the Mahabharata, the 
canonical books of the Jains and the Bud- 
dhists, and some Sutras of the Brahmanic 
schools, are the old fundamental ideas, but 
on the basis of these are built up what 
some modern scholars say are ‘elaborate 
theories of misguided ingenuity.’ 

“Early in the present era, however, 
there began a third phase, in which was 
surrendered most of the erroneous tradi- 
tional theories. There was adopted a system 
similar in most respects to that of the con- 
temporary Chaldean and Egyptian schools, 
particularly in regard to the basic prin- 
ciples of Astrology. As this third stage 
alone is pertinent, it alone will be con- 
sidered. 

“The Hindu solar year begins on March 
21st with the entrance of the Sun into 
Mesha, or Aries, and the year is divided 
into six rutu, or seasons, of two months 
each. This table will indicate all the names 
and divisions very clearly:

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“As the precession of the equinoxes is 
in this connection and the 

place of Mesha (Aries), determined as a 
sidereal sign, the Hindu solar year is’ not 
tropical in the usual sense of the word, 
but sidereal, being the time in which the 
earth makes one revolution around the 
sun in regard to the first point of Mesha. 

“The sun completes its revolution (in 
theory in one sidereal day of 60 nadikas, 
or 3,600 vinadikas, 30 of which revolutions 
comprise a sidereal month. The sun remains 
30 days in each of the signs of the Zodiac, 
the moon 214 days. Each sign of the Zo- 
diac also contains 24 stars, assigned to it 
from the 27 constellations or stars of the 
lunar month. 

“The future lot of an individual depends 
upon the sign and the star under which he 
was born, combined with the influences of 
the planets, the total combined influences 
being call Jagnam. The birth sign is called 
janma-lagnam. 

“Each planet, called ‘the Ruling Planet,’ 
in turn exercises its influence during the 
space of a year. The ruling planet is at- 
tended by another, which plays the part of 
a ‘minister.’ The latter assumes in the fol- 
lowing year the supreme functions of the 
former, and so on, year after year. 

“The Sanskrit names of the planets rec- 
ognized and whose influences are taken in- 
to account by the Hindu astrologer, or 
purohita, are:

“Some of the planets are of course benef- 
icient, others the reverse. Moon, Mercury, 
Jupiter and Venus are considered benef- 
icent. Under their sway everything 
thrives, men live happily and are blessed 
with plenty, the fields yield rich harvests 
and the trees bear abundantly. 

“The Sun, Mars and Saturn, on the 
other hand, have a tendency to cause evil 
to inanimate as well as animate nature. 
Their reign, therefore, is unfortunate. Men 
are oppressed with sickness, they attain 
permanent success in nothing, they ex- 
perience only troubles and disappoint- 


ments, the rains hold off, the soil b 
unfruitful, famine and ruin ev 
prevails.

Thus one may ex- 
pect to enjoy unalloyed happiness only dur- 
ing the years when two benign planets hold 
their sway at one and the same time, 
Similarly, one must dread continual mis- 
fortunes when both planets are evil and 
harass unfortunate mankind. 

“Their mundane astrology takes into 
consideration the clouds, there being four 
principal clouds which yield rain—Sam- 
varta, Avarta, Pushkala, and Drona—each 
in turn discharging this duty for a period 
of a year. Samvarta and Drona are always 
favorably disposed towards mankind, and 
yield copious showers. On the other hand, 
Avarta and Pushkala produce nothing but 
storms and hurricanes, and are sparing of 
the precious rain which refreshes and 
vitalizes the soil. 

“The frequency of rain also depends to 
some extent upon the good or bad will of 
seven elephants. Each of these is known by 
its own name, and each in turn is charged 
with the annual duty of carrying water 
from the earth back to the clouds. Four of 
them display great activity in the discharge 
of their duties, and supply the clouds with 
ample reserves of rain. But the other three 
acquit themselves very carelessly of their 
duty during their terms of service, conse- 
quently at those times the ground is 
parched and scarcity prevails.

NEW STARS 


A new star is a spectacular thing. To one 
who knows the constellations and has ac- 
customed himself to their apparent fixity 
and invariable patterns, it is a unique situ- 
ation to look up to the sky and see a bright 
new star that has never been there before. 
New stars are stars which have a sudden 
great outburst of light, resulting in a bright- 
ness far greater than they have ever shown. 
A new star is also known as a temporary 
star, which is perhaps a better term, inas- 
much as the star is not really new. It has 
always been there, but not nearly as bright 
as it suddenly becomes. They are new 
in the sense of their temporary brightness, 
but.this extreme brilliance is very short- 
lived. A more technical word is nova, an 
old term used by professional and amateur 
astronomers. 

Novae are but one type of variable stars. 
(To be systematic, we should describe 
variable stars first, with the new stars as 
one division.) As variables, the temporary 
stars are the most exceptional type. There 
is justification in the popular interest in 
these stars, as they probably illustrate the 
most catastrophic events found in nature. 
One little realizes this because the ob- 
jects are so far removed from the earth, 
and too they are rather rare. 


A new star is designated by the term 
Nova, followed by the genitive singular of 
the Latin name of the constellation in 
which it appears, followed by the year of 
occurrence. Thus the last new star is 
known as Nova Puppis 1942. 

In looking back in history for likely 
novae long before the earliest days of 


astronomy in Europe, we find that the 
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earliest record of a very bright star—as 
noted in a Chinese cyclopedia—was for the 
year B. C, 2679. This may not have 
been a nova, for at that time no distine- 
tion was made between stars and comets. 
Another such phenomenon was noted for 
B. C. 2255, when a bright star in the con- 
stellation Scorpius was followed by “au- 
spicious events”; also, an “inauspicious 
yellow star” appearing in B. C. 2238 is 
supposed to have been followed by the 
death of an emperor.. There was also a 
new star found in Aqvarius in B. C, 532. 
The Star of Bethlehem may have been a 
nova. We do not know at all whether 
it was a comet, a conjunction of two or 
more planets, or a nova. 

A number of other cases followed later, 
as noted.in the history. The first really 
notable—as well as the brightest—tem- 
porary star of medieval and modern times 
was the famous Tycho’s star of November 
11, 1572. It was named after Tycho Brahe, 
a Danish astronomer. It must have been a 
superb object. At discovery it was brighter 
than Venus at her best, which is several 
times brighter than the brightest star, 
Sirius. Tycho’s star was visible in broad 
daylight. Generally a nova’s flare-up is 
exceedingly temporary, but this one took 
three months to drop to first magnitude. It 
is known as Nova Cassiopeiae 1572. Tycho 
Brahe published an account of it in De 
Stella Nova. The star gradually faded 
from view, disappearing in 1574. Tycho’s 
descriptions were not good enough for us 
to identify it, so that now it is not known 
which of several faint stars in the general 
area it was. 
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Nova Persei 1901, with nebulous envelopes. This brilliant first-magnitude star appeared on 
Feb. 22, 1901, where no star had ever been seen. Photos taken 3 days before showed only a 
faint 13th-magnitude star, very far below visibility with the unaided eye. No explosions on 


earth can approach the catastrophic violence of the blowing up of a new star. 


Immense 


amounts of gaseous material are expelled, which become visible later, as in the photo, as a 
cloud-like mass rushing away from the star. The nebulous matter can often be seen for many 


years. (Photo by G. W. Ritchie.) 


Only a few other new stars are known 
for the period before the 19th century. 
The next brightest one was Kepler’s star, 
Nova Ophiuchi 1604. While not as bright 
as Tycho’s star, yet it was about as bright 
as Jupiter, and was seen with the unaided 
eye for 1% years. 

To an astronomer familiar with the 
heavens, the appearance of a new star, 
especially a bright one, changes the ap- 
pearance of the constellation. Hence it is 
easy for the typical amateur astronomer, 
who spends much time looking at the star 
groups, to discover a nova. The amateur 
patrols the sky, on the watch for variable 
stars, meteors, and sometimes comets, 
whereas the professional astronomer is too 
busy with a fixed program of research to 


waste time in keeping a constant watch 
on such objects. If an observer becomes 
suspicious of a new star, he immediately 
checks the stars of a constellation with a 
star atlas, and checks the planets also; 
and if the object appears to be a nova, 
he telephones the nearest observatory, 
where an exhaustive examination is given 
the object, and photos and spectrograms 
made. There is no means by which we 
can predict the appearance of a new staf. 
One simply has to watch the sky. 


Recent Novae

*Most of the above increased in brilliance 
from 11th or fainter magnitude to a mag- 
nitude brighter than 2. The difference 
in light value between a given magnitude 
and the one next to it is 214 times; stars 
2 magnitudes apart, for example, show a 
difference of brightness of 2% x 2% or 
6% times. That these are examples of 
stupendous happenings to a star is made 
cear when it is realized that for instance 
Nova Persei increased its light by 100,000 
times its former brightness in less than 
three days. It flared up with the sudden- 
ness and violence of a prodigious explo- 
sion. This nova rose from magnitude 11.0 
to 2.7 in an interval of 27 hours; its total 
variation in brightness being 14 magni- 
tudes. For years preceding the outburst 
it was a faint variable star of 11th to 14th 
magnitude. Then it rose to a final maxi- 
mum of 0.1; then within one day it lost 
athird of its brightness. 
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= Nova Aquilae, our brightest recent nova, 
: increased to 70,000 times its former bright- 
¥ ness, becoming 300,000 times as bright as 
5 the sun.

We observed Nova Herculis 1934 and 
Ys noted what a change its unaccustomed ap- 
pearance made in the constellation.

Of course in such cases we are al- 
ways speaking of intrinsic brightness—the 
brightness it would have of itself, not as 
it appears to us many millions of miles 
away. 


Nature of Novae 


Temporary stars are not so very nu- 
merous, especially the bright ones. It is 
estimated that on the average about 25 
of them brighter than magnitude 9 appear 
in our galaxy every year, but this limit 
is far below naked-eye visibility. These 
are nearly always seen near the band of 
the Milky Way, and especially between 
galactic longitudes 320° to 340°, where 
\ of the galactic novae are located, likely 
because of the concentration of the galaxy 
itself, in the direction from the earth to- 
ward the great star clouds of Sagittarius. 
Besides this, novae are discovered in other 
galaxies, that is, in the extra-galactic 
nebulae; for instance, about 70 have been 
found in the Great Nebula in Andromeda. 

What is first noticed in the phenomenon 
of a temporary star is the increase in 
brightness. This is so sudden and unex- 
pected that the star has often passed the 
peak of luminosity before discovery. The 
abrupt and extreme rise to a great bril- 
liance is followed at once by a decline, 
which is very rapid at first, but which 
becomes slower with time, and is apt to 
have fluctuations. A temporary star may 
take several years to return to its former 
normal magnitude that it had before the 
explosion. Nova Herculis 1934 rose in 
brilliance from magnitude 14.5 (observable 
only with large telescopes) to magnitude 
1.5, in a few days. In 4 months it was 
back to 13; then it suddenly brightened to 
7th magnitude, later making a final exit 
early in 1936. 

Certainly some type of colossal explosion 
is indicated by a new star. The surface 
is likely superheated, and the brightness 
increase is due to a raising of the tem- 
perature of the surface, or else an increase 
in the surface area. That these great 
cataclysmic phenomena are explosions is 
proved by the behavior of the gases of 
the star, as determined by the spectro- 
scope, and the phenomenon of a nebulous 
envelope that usually follows an outbreak 
of a nova. The shifting of spectral lines 
of the star indicates a high velocity of 
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expansion of the star-body. The envelope 
appears as a cloud-like formation, con- 
stantly expanding and moving out from 
the star. The envelope of gases is ex- 
pelled with tremendous force. In the case 
of Nova Lacertae the velocity of expulsion 
was about 2200 miles per second. Some- 
times successive shells emerge after a nova 
has exploded. 

The striking similarity of the expand- 
ing envelopes, to the appearance of a 
planetary nebula, such as the Ring Nebula 
in Lyra, leads to a possible connection be- 
tween the two; it is quite likely that the 
ring forms are the remains of a nebular 
envelope of a former nova. The latter 
may be represented by the blue star usually 
seen in the middle. The Nova Persei en- 
velope was discovered 16 years after the 
outburst, the Nova Aquilae envelope 4 
months afterward. In the case of the latter it 
has been increasing in radius at the rate of 
about two seconds a year, and it can still be 
photographed. The velocity of expansion is 
so large that (in 1927) it was increasing at 
the rate of one astronomical unit per day! 
In the case of Nova Pictoris and also 
Nova Herculis the nebulous envelope ap- 
peared to us more clearly in two direc- 
tions rather than spherical, hence assuming 
a dumb-bell shape. 

As in everything in connection with the 
stars themselves, much of our information 
is by means of the spectroscope. Hence 
the chief mode of procedure is to photo- 
graph the spectra at various stages. There 
ate two main characteristics of a nova 
spectrum. The bright lines are symmetri- 
cally widened, displaced in both directions. 
The light issues from a shell of gas that 
is expanding in all directions from the 
‘center of the star. The front part is ap- 
proaching us, the part behind the star re- 
ceding. Besides this, dark lines in the 
spectrum are displaced toward the , violet 
end. These lines come from the region 
directly facing the earth, the part of the 
gases approaching us, and the gases absorb 
the light from the star in this region. This 
gives the dark spectral lines shifted to the 
violet, because of approach to us. In- 
deed, spectral matters of a nova are com- 
plex and often mysterious and change 


rapidly. 


Theories ‘ 

The explosion of a new star is such 
stupendous thing and requires such” 
prodigious amount of energy that one wom 


ders how it could have been caused, If 


the pre-scientific -days, in a work called 
De Novis Astris (1622), Fortunius Licetus 
offered no less than 20 theories to explain 
the origin of temporary stars. These am 
said to include the passage of clouds ip 
front of a star, conjunctions of stars and 
planets, the sudden brightening of already. 
existing stars, solar-system exhalations, 
conglomeration of matter, the near approach 
and departure of a star, the collecting te 
gether of comets, and even special crea 
tion. Newton’s suggestion was that comets 
fell into stars and thus rejuvenated them, 
Laplace’s idea was simply a “surface com 
flagration” of a star. 

The above are primitive attempts and 
most if not all can be abandoned. It may 
be stated however that no satisfactory ex 
planation is at hand. There are two prob 
lems, the cause underlying the catastrophy, 
and the mechanics involved. The two 
leading theories of nova phenomena are 
the collision theory and the explosion 
theory. 

Of the modern theories, Seeliger’s is the 
one most fully worked out, of the collision 
ideas. The notion here is that a star enters 
a cloud of dust or a gaseous nebula, of 
which many exist in space. The star would 
become intensely heated, gases being 
evolved from its surface, and they would 
acquire the velocity of the nebulous ma- 
terial. Halm adds the notion of atmo 
spheric expansion around the star, from 
the terrific heat generated. 

The main difficulty with the collision 
theory lies in the infrequency of stellar 
collision in our galaxy, as well as in other 
galaxies. In the Milky Way there is likely 
not one collision of two stars, on the 
average, in 100,000 years, because of the 
vast distance of space compared to the dis 
tance between the stars. The novae are 
more frequent in their occurrence than col- 
lisions of stars. But an alternative theory 
that may avoid the difficulty is that a star 
may collide with a swarm of meteors of 
a nebula, causing incandescence due 0 


friction with the stellar atmosphere as if — 
the case of meteors that enter our atmo 4 
sphere. Merrill offers a good criticism 
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inst the collision hypothesis: the cir- 
mstances of a collision ought to be differ- 
a in different cases (for instance, a star 


“might meet a nebula or planets, or meteors, 
™ or other stars) yet why should the re- 


sulting nova phenomena be so much alike? 

Many astronomers favor the explosion 
idea. Here the cause of the brilliant out- 
burst lies within the star. In some man- 
ner, superfluous energy is produced, which 
expands the surface, resulting in explosions 
in which the gases are forced outwards. 


’ Itis probably a matter of subatomic energy. 


Somehow a critical state is reached be- 
neath the surface, and when the explosions 
gecur, the surface layers are crowded to- 
gether into an incompressible cloud of 
gas, that moves outward. 

Likely all stars become novae once in 
their life-histories. Some become novae 
more than once. The star T Pyxidis has 
had three known flare-ups. Our sun has 
not yet been a temporary star. A few 
astronomers suggest it shows incipient 
signs of approach to this stage. Even if 
granted, it will be millions of years before 
the cataclysmic event occurs. If the sun 
should suddenly become a nova, everything 
on the earth and other planets would be 
burned up within a very few hours, only 
acloud of gases remaining. Indeed the sun 
might even increase in size enough to swal- 
low several of its planets. 


Super-novae 


A small proportion of new stars attain 
far greater luminosity at maximum, than 
the common novae. These super-novae 
are most astounding objects, and are called 
the greatest catastrophies that can be wit- 
nessed by the human eye. The brilliance 
attained by a super-nova is often a large 
fraction of the total luminosity of the 
galaxy itself in which it is located. ‘ A 
super-nova in the spiral nebula NGC 3184 
actually exceeded at maximum all other 
combined light from this nebula, in which 
itwas one of 100,000,000 or more stars. 
The nebula is 4,000,000 light-years distant, 
and looks small. Some of the most inter- 
esting objects of the universe are observed 
by very few persons on earth. If we call 
the super-novae individual stars, we may 


Say they are the brightest single objects 
in the entire known universe. 


Super-novae appear relatively infre- 
quently. The average galaxy may have 30 
ordinary novae per year, yet a super-nova 
only once in a few centuries. Gamow claims 
that our Milky Way develops one in roughly 
every three centuries. No recent super- 
novae can be assigned to the Milky Way. 
It is believed that Tycho’s star was one, 
and quite possibly Kepler’s nova of 1604 
was also a super-nova. And the Crab 
Nebula is believed to be the remains of 
the expanding shell of one of these curi- 
ous objects; the date of the explosion of 
the nova is probably 1054, as reported by 
Chinese observers. These are the only 
known possibilities of super-novae in our 
galaxy, the others occurring in distant 
stellar systems. 

The brilliance of a super-nova is incon- 
ceivable. It is held by authorities that 
novae are normally up to 100,000,000 
times as bright as our sun! It is stated that 
if a super-nova were placed at a distance 
where our sun was just visible as a 6th- 
magnitude star, the nova would look four 
times as bright as the full moon ordinarily 
looks. The expanding gases must be blown 
out at the terrific velocity of 3000 miles a 
second. In 1885 a nova acquired + the 
brightness of the entire nebula; in 6 months 
it faded to -ste0 ‘its maximum light and 
disappeared. 

The super-nova of August 1937, found 
in the spiral nebula I.C. 4182 was at least 
one of the greatest known. Although its 
apparent stellar magnitude was only 8.5, 
it has been called by Merrill the brightest 
intrinsically of any known, and probably 
the brightest single object ever discovered. 
The luminosity was 500 times an ordinary 
nova, and at maximum its light has been 
estimated authoritatively up to 600,000,000 
times the light of the sun! 

No one knows how a super-nova origi- 
nates. Gamow suggests that neutrinos are 
the cause of an outburst. These smallest 
parts of an atom are emitted from the 
atomic nuclei, in doing which they carry 
off about 3% the energy released from the 
nucleus. They could penetrate a star freely 
and thus carry off the energy. The outer 
layers of a star, heated by compression, 
would give a result of increased luminosity 
which becomes visible as a nova or super- 
nova.

They have 
their moments of intense and fervent feel- 
ing, their fiery outbreaks of emotion, and 
must never be assumed to be cold-hearted, 
however placid their outward demeanor. 
(In youth they often are called cold.) 
Tempestuous when roused, as fire-hot as 
any, they will not long remain at white- 
heat, but will calm down again into steadi- 
ness, often with a witty word, and go on 
plodding away as before. 

They rarely bare malice, and do not 
brood over wrongs. They have no time 
for revenge. To them life is forever being 
renewed, ever re-blossoming, and they have 
a way of “scrapping old wrongs and start- 
ing afresh which leaves no room for ven- 
detta. Anything which goes wrong they 
just want to “scrap” and make a new one. 
Even as Nature, which, if you cut down 
one tree promptly grows another, so they, 
having lost one bit of good fortune im- 
mediately set about attaining another. 

They have a sort of grim, basic patience 
about deep things for which they really 
care which is simply invincible. They will 
let you think them flippant, careless, im- 
patient on the surface, when all the while 
they are following out a definite purpose or 
ambition of their own with infinite, slow 
patience. They are quite capable of say- 
ing nothing at all about their plans but 
going steadily on working underground at 
some special aim for twenty years or more 
and attaining to it at the end, by sheer 
dogged tenacity. 
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“As the oak astir in the acorn the rough 
earth rendeth apart 

So thou and thy spirit’sJonging, which 
breaketh and rendeth thy heart.” 


Ambition, love of power, passionate love 
of family and home, adoration of physical 
beauty, constructiveness, respect for order, 
grim patience, and philosophy, are their 
leading characteristics. They are also in- 
tense individualists. They wish everyone 
to grow according to type, to develop self- 
determination. They object terribly to 
being herded in crowds, and do not will- 
ingly join themselves to great mass move- 
ments, or what are called “solidaries.” 
They wish to grow, like plants and trees, 
according to their kind, and not at all to 
schedule. They insist upon self-determina- 
tion—according to type. 

The men of this order, and the more 
intellectual of the women, have a great 
natural bias towards the study of such 
subjects as geology, chemistry, mining, 
agriculture, afforestation, and earth pro- 
ducts generally. Also to archeology, and 
intensive research into the roots and origins 
of men and things, the history of races and 
peoples, the “reasons why” for their being 
and status, and the basic causes of all the 
material phenomena about them. Roots 
of words and of languages will also interest 
them, and any course of study which re- 
veals to them, even by a side-track line, 
any light on the entrancing theme, Man- 
kind. Being Life-Force, they ate naturally 
absorbed by all forms of life, and intensely 
interested in its beginnings as well as its 
ultimate development. Domestic archi- 
tecture appeals to them enormously, as a 
form of human self-expression, and they 
will always veer towards the pristine and 
the rustic in their taste. 

As women, they are essentially motherly, 
and protective, what is called “clever with 
their fingers,” their constructiveness taking 
the form of making or designing dress and 
clothing, articles of furniture or decoration, 
or modelling toys and images of human 
or animal life. They are social beings, 
generally good-humored in crowds, and 
not usually afflicted with shyness: but when 
they are so they take to gardening, and 
thus express themselves in the physical 
growths and outputs of Nature instead of 
by word or public action. The Ymir- 
woman who is a shy but skilful gardener 


is a well-known type of the great green g 
dess, Ymir. The home arts employ th 
people and the gracious provision of fe 
or comforts of some sort for others. Be 

In decoration they will tend naturally 
the shapes of fruits or flowers, and will ug 
these in design, by preference. 

Such chronicles as these are not ip 
tended to set forth the faults of the sub 
jects under discussion. No biologist would, 
surely, in describing the normal human, ip. 
clude deformities. And our faults am 
spiritual deformities, after all. Yet, sing 
it is impossible, alas! to present a quite 
convincing picture of life as we know if 
without some allusion to its failings—qe 
hardly recognize ourselves or our friends 
(least of all our friends!) without thege 
—it will be wiser to enumerate the maig 
vices to the many virtues here set forth. 

Consequently, Ymir-people are in some 
danger of becoming materialistic: too de 
voted to the immediate, the obvious and 
the practical. They are capable of being 
formalists,sby reason of their rather rigid 
ideas of the “right thing to do,” and e- 
forcing these too strongly upon others. 
They are inclined to love their own circle 
to the exclusion of the rest of the world, 
and to dislike going outward in their sym- 
pathies to big causes or great movements, 
They are so occupied with the root and 
the basic aspect of things that the les 
educated types are apt to appear coarse if 
speech, and to be recklessly familiar with 
things and phases of life not usually mem 
tioned, by polite consent. But this trait 
is merely pristine, and only illustrates 
their nearness to life’s basic realities—the 
great source of their power. 

Another danger ahead for them is that 
they may very easily become gossips, of 
the tellers of tales. This characteristi¢ 
springs solely from their love of life in all 
its forms, and their intense absorption it 
all its phenomena, and not from any wish 
to make mischief. They are much too 
philosophic, and generally too kindly, # 
want to do that. But they will become 
so much interested in a friend’s affaits, 
merely as human phenomena, that they

Part VII 


THE PART OF APTNESS 


O, the eight parts of Mercury to be 
covered in these articles, the last four are 
yaluable because they chart out the pat- 
ten of the individual’s particular genius 
for understanding his social significance, 
and show his sensitiveness to the opportu- 
tity determined through his general rela- 
tionship with his fellows. The first four, 
by contrast, are valuable in showing the 
mind’s capacity for self-organization, or 
for making the best use of its own content 
of real and vicarious experience. In any 
subjective analysis of a horoscope, the in- 
itial quartet are given the most attention.* 

Man’s relationships with his fellows, in 
the everyday objective sense, are the most 
vital detail of his moment by moment ex- 
perience, since they determine the degree 
of satisfaction he may have in his in- 
dividual existence as a social creature. The 
first pair of these last four parts, created 
by the relationship between Mercury and 
Jupiter, have been described by the na- 
tive’s self extension in his social environ- 
ment. They show his success in setting 
wp practical relationships of an outer and 
atual reality, because his integrity on the 
psitive side, and his benevolence on the 
Megative, are the indication of his worth 
% a person among his fellows. To the 
@tent he instruments the genius of his 
horoscope, as shown by these two parts, 
lo that same extent he is appreciated by 
other people around him, with the result 
that they are inclined to go out of their 
way to further his ends, or to work with 
him in the fulfilment of his own desires. 
These are the two parts of Mercury on 

Social side of experience, giving the 
lative his proper lead in dealing with other 
Individuals per se.**

The next and final step in this general 
analysis of mind brings the student to the 
two parts where an individual deals with 
his social environment in a more general 
or over-all fashion. Here is the under- 
lying pattern of his relationship to other 
people in general, rather than specifically. 
The two parts created by the relationship 
of Mercury and Saturn, now to be con- 
sidered, give the indication of his poten- 
tials in working with the group or with 
society taken as a whole. This becomes 
more a matter of time than space, in philo- 
sophical terms, and the fundamental ideas 
now to be brought forth are most con- 
veniently illustrated in the positive and 
negative phases of timing in life. Thus 
common observation recognizes the fact 
that there are fortunate individuals with 
an uncanny gift for doing what they do 
at a fortuitous moment, or possessing the 
equally happy faculty for being at the 
proper place to take advantage of some 
situation at the psychological instant. Ex- 
actly as some people are always losing 
things, others are singularly fortunate in 
finding them. 

Every person has this experience of good 
or bad timing under some circumstances, 
or in a minimum degree, so that he will 
be able to recognize what is involved in 
the rhythm of experience, and perhaps to 
turn to his horoscope and cultivate the 
means for increasing this enjoyment of 
the happy coincidence at more frequent 
intervals. Thus on some days a man ar- 
rives at the corner just as the particular 
bus he wants pulls up to take him on. 
When he wishes to cross the street, the 
traffic signal conveniently turns green, 
When he calls upon an individual of im- 
portance, that party is not only at hand 
but is willing to see him, and so on. More- 
over, events of this sort tend to cluster 
together, to pyramid in consciousness. 
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Here is a matter not to be dismissed as 
mere luck, or the happy accident of wholly 
uncontrolled circumstances. Rather, it is 
the outer evidence of an inner gift for 
timing, or is the sensitiveness leading 
every individual to direct his movements, as 
he is able but more or less subconsciously, 
to that pointing of events which will be 
to his greatest advantage. 

Saturn is the planet of particular im- 
portance in this respect, because it fulfils 
the time-measuring function of the moon 
(primarily, and of the sun very sec- 
ondarily) in a more specific or individual 
manner. Astrologers long ago observed 
that the lunar cycle of plus-twenty-nine 
days was paralleled by Saturn’s plus- 
twenty-nine-year period. The day, in as- 
trological symbolism, is the unit for ex- 
perience as it is brought to a head, and 
the year the unit for the same experience 
as individually realized (whether in the 
case of a single person or a nation, or 
even the race itself). Saturn distributes 
the cycles in this second of the two cate- 
gories, and Arabian astrology, through 
Saturn’s connection with Mercury, de- 
scribes the function which every man may 
develop for a true aptness, or an ability 
to act and move in such a way as to 
have the full cooperation of his total world 
of experience in everything he does. 

As in contrast with Jupiter and the 
prior two parts, the relationship here is 
not a fortuitous co-operation with other 
individuals (which wltimately is a rela- 
tively static proposition, destructive to a 
sharpened individuality), but is rather a 
more impersonal and much deeper func- 
tion, well described by the nature of Sat- 
urn as the planet. of depth per se, or of 
individual and conscious human sensitive- 
ness. The Part of Aptness is established 
by marking the counterclockwise distance 
from Saturn to Mercury, and then pro- 
jecting this distance counterclockwise from 
the ascendant.* 

Because the parts primarily emphasize 
houses rather than signs (although the 
sign indication is most revealing, in a 
deeper application of Arabian astrology 
than can be brought forth in these pre-

MERCURY IN LIBRA—INDECISION 


I. Libra Mercury proposes a Ninth and 
a Twelfth House influence, for in this as- 
terism it actuates the Higher Mind (Man- 
as), strengthens the intuition and moves 
to mercy and justice. 

In this abode of judgment it actuates 
toward hesitation, indecision, vacillation, 
delay, and a lack of finality. Conviction, 
though it arrives quick enough, is scarcely 
sufficient in itself to impel the native to 
decisive action at the moment. He waits 
while he turns the matter over in his 
mind, with the result that he often hesi- 
tates too long to the detriment of what 
he would accomplish. In fine, where forth- 
right accomplishment is concerned, Libra 
is by no means an ideal residence for 
Mercury. 

Evangeline Adams writes that, “in mat- 
ters where the mind is the sole considera- 
tion, Libra is as good a sign as can be 
found for Mercury.” In sober fact, I 
consider it just the other way around, for 
Libra purveys entirely too light-minded a 
disposition without sufficient determina- 
tion to urge one to accomplish his intel- 
lectual ambitions. 

In this asterism Mercury is extremely 
Sensitive and pliable, and, unless it be 
strengthened with good supporting posi- 
tions of the Moon, Saturn or Uranus, and 
More especially of the former two, the 
| Libran Mercury frequently proposes a 
_ father shallow mentality. As Libra is the 


natural sheath of Venus, it presages too 
kindly a disposition, too intrinsically soft 
a nature for the prime mental significator 
to function at its best. True, many great 
minds were born with Mercury thus con- 
figurated, but one only has to look else- 
where in the Nativity to perceive the 
reason they were great minds, which was 
in spite of Mercury tenanting this sheath 
and rarely, if ever, because of it. 

Well aspected in Libra, Mercury gives 
a broad, well balanced mind with a pen- 
chant for music and artistic expression and 
frequently with more than a little ability 
along these lines. Other things being 
equal, it sometimes adds up to success as 
a public speaker, at other times to success 
as a singer. There is often an added 
element of wisdom over and above what 
mere reason demands. 

An afflicted Mercury in this sign of 
judgment, among other things, attracts 
troubles through partners, lawsuits, mar- 
riages and other alliances and affairs of a 
public nature. These people will often 
change their mind upon the slightest prov- 
ocation or with no apparent provocation 
at all, even after they have arrived at a 
mature conclusion with respect to the mat- 
ter in hand and have taken a stand there- 
on. 

Mercury in Libra, especially when 
afflicted, very often disposes the mind to 
become easily distracted, for in this sign 
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the attention is focused with more diffi- 
culty than ease. It is said that Mercury 
thus configurated proposes pretty much of 
a Jack-of-all-trades, thus largely preclu- 
ding the native from becoming the com- 
plete master of any one thing. Again, 
when tenanting this asterism, Mercury 
May incline one toward marriage with 
cousins and the like, or with one’s in- 
_feriors in one way or another; moreover it 


makes for harmonious relationships 
relatives, though not necessarily with 
of them. 

‘ But if there are far better positions for 
Mercury there are far worse than Libra 
too. Naturally every one of the Twelve 
Signs possesses some one or more dis 
advantages, though some of them are far 
more fitting repositories for the mental 
significator than are others.

MERCURY IN LIBRA 


Mercury was in the sign Libra from 1880 to 1930 during the following months:

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i. EVERY human person there is, by 
virtue of his being a living organism, a 
central source of vitality, which is repre- 
sented in astrology by the Sun. The Sun, 
moreover, sustains and energizes the ca- 
pacity, in the human being as a whole, 
to keep a sense of identity (selfhood) at 
the core of every experience and in every 
type of operations or functions which hu- 
man life demands of every man. It deter- 
mines the basic rhythm of operation of the 
organism, for it provides the “fuel” on 
which the “engine” of the total person- 
ality (body and psyche) operates. 

The living, operating personality must 
also constantly adjust itself to the outer 
world. It tries as well to adjust the outer 
world to itself by projecting upon this 
mysterious outside the very image of its 
own needs and expectations. Adaptation 
to environment and projection of one’s 
own internal pattern of order and of one’s 
need upon this environment—these are the 
basic functions which the Moon sym- 
_ bolizes.

The Technique of Phase Analysis 


SATURN, THE CIRCUMFERENCE OF PERSONALITY 
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Dane Rudbyar 


The Sun and the Moon are called the 
“Lights” in traditional astrology. They 
represent the most intimate and most es- 
sential substance of organic living. With- 
out these solar and lunar functions there 
could be no life at all; for all life must be 
created, sustained and established in some 
kind of environment which moulds it, yet 
to which the organism also contributes. 
This contribution can be very small, or 
very important. It is most insignificant 
in the lower forms of life, but it becomes 
extremely characteristic with man. Man 
contributes to his environment and trans- 
forms this environment. Man knows him- 
self as a participant in the life of some 
vaster Whole, to which he gives any num- 
ber of names. He participates actively 
and deliberately, consciously and wilfully. 
He gears this participation to the wheel 
of some great Purpose—whether he does 
so as a conscious individual, or the uncon- 
scious follower of a racial, national or 
religious tradition. The character of this 
participation is particularly described in 
modern astrology by Pluto, because 
Pluto’s remoteness and orbital eccentricity 
make of it a telling symbol of man’s orien- 
tation toward the greater Whole in which 
man lives, moves and has his being—what- 
ever he conceives the greater Whole to bes 
human society, earth, solar system, galaxy, 
universe . . . or God. 

In order to participate organically and 
consciously in this greater Whole the hu- 
man being must have developed certain 
powers or faculties. He must have 
achieved some degree of “personality;” 
either in a positive, individualistic man- 
ner, or in the negative way of subservience 
to a tradition—social, cultural, religious, 
Personality—whether positively or nega- 
tively demonstrated—manifests in a five 
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fold rh , or through five basic func- 
tions. And to these we must obviously add 
the two still more fundamental functions 
represented by the Sun and the Moon 
—making in all seven. The five functions 
are represented by the so-called Ptolemaic 
planets (those known at the time of 
Ptolemy in ancient Alexandria): Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn. As to 
the three recently discovered planets 
(Uranus, Neptune and Pluto), they do not 
refer to the realm of personality proper, 
but to the stage of transition, or met- 
amorphosis, through which personality re- 
lates and gears itself to an organic Whole, 
in the life of which it feels itself (vaguely 
or clearly) a participant. 

This then gives us a general, over-all 
picture of the planetary symbolism for 
use in our twentieth-century astrology. 
We began, as it were, at both ends of the 
picture: the two “Lights” which are the 
living core of the human being, and Pluto 
which represents at present the furthest 
reach of the collective consciousness of 
humanity. We must now fill in the picture; 
and we shall proceed by studying, accord- 
ing to our technique of phase-analysis, the 
planet Saturn. which, within the sphere 
of personality, is the polar opposite of the 
Sun—as circumference is the polar oppo- 
site of center. 


Saturn, The Principle of Form 


We might say that, theoretically at least, 
an organism can operate without a defi- 
nite form or set structure, provided that 
its basic and simple functions retain a 
certain characteristic balance or rhythm 
in.operation. The Sun and the Moon are, 
in this sense, sufficient symbols for the 
living processes at work in the simpler 
organisms; these can often change their 
outer appearance quite considerably, be- 
ing moulded by the environment and show- 
ing but little stability in their form. Evo- 
lution, as the biologist studies it in retro- 
spect, is a process of constantly increased 
differentiation. Differences, as they occur 
in evolution, tend to become set and per- 
manent—unless they impair the capacity 
for survival of the organism. Thus we find 
life moving in the direction of an ever 
more definite structure, of bodies with a 
bony framework which insures a stable 
type of balance of organic functions. 


This principle of functional “balanicg 
is very important. It is expressed in de 
trology by the planet Jupiter. I have’ 
called Jupiter “the manager of organic 
functions” (cf. New Mansions for New 
Men), because the type of activity rep. 
resented by Jupiter concerns itself with 
the establishment of a basic rhythm of 
schedule of biological operations which 
gives to the organism its basic tone. Jupi- 
ter operates as well at the psychological 
level (where it deals with the very basic 
principle of psychological compensation), 
and at the tribal or social level (where 
it manifests as organized religion, organ- 
ized finance—and through all types of 
basic social rhythms). 

At any level the Jupiterian function 
finds itself confronted with the need of 
making itself permanent in order to exer- 
cise more control and to bring about a 
more stable type of integration. It seeks, 
therefore, to become perpetuated through 
the establishment of some rigid and co- 
ercive framework. This framework takes 
the form of a skeleton in biology, of a 
code of laws in human society, of logic in 
the field of mental activity. The power 
that brings the various kinds of frame- 
work or structure into manifestation is, in 
astrological symbolism, Saturn. Saturn in 
man is also, psychologically speaking, the 
ego. The ego is a permanent structure of 


‘ psychological integration which parallels, 


is affected by, and affects in turn, the 
skeleton—and particularly the spine, the 
“T am” axis, 

The energy of life—that is, the rhyth- 
mic activities of the solar and lunar forces 
—circulates and operates within this struc- 
ture. The energy thus structured is the 
source of that indefinable sense of per- 
sonal identity, of “I am”-ness, which per- 
sists underneath all the changes of a life- 
time. The “I” is the structure; the “am” 
is the energy. The “I” is the spinal. 
column; the “am” is the mass of nerves 
which pass through or alongside of it, and 
which convey the integrating “will” of the 
ego to the many organs and cells of the 
body. 

Saturn symbolizes essentially the “I,” 
the structural principle, the principle of 
form. To have form—in the real sense of 
the term—is to manifest structural integ- 
rity and permanency. It is to operate 
according to law. It is to demonstrate am 7 
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‘eliective and steady sense of order and to 
be able to resist the intrusion of disturbing 


and disintegrating elements. Saturn is 
the principle of order—Jupiter, the ca- 
pacity for organization. Order is organi- 
zation made relatively permanent. The 
permanence is only relative, because—as 
we shall see in due time—Uranus always 
challenges Saturn’s claim to permanency. 

In a birth-chart Saturn represents that 
point or function in the total personality 
(body and psyche) where the need for 
order is the most central; and therefore 
to which the attention of the ego is the 
most directly focused. It indicates, there- 
fore, the organ or function through which 
the personality displays its most differen- 
tiated, its most individual and unique 
characteristics, Because of this fact, the 
position of Saturn shows also the point at 
which the organism can be most easily 
attacked by the forces of disintegration— 
yet at the same time, the point at which 
the opportunity for acquiring individual- 
ized powers in the discharge of personal 
responsibilities is the greatest. Saturn 
represents in any case the tendency toward 
establishing and projecting a set pattern 
of organization. The organization may 
bind and enslave, or it may be a lens 
through which the potential energy of the 
Sun can become a concrete and focused 
type of activity. At any rate, it carries 
always the stamp of the personality pro- 
jecting it. It is a form with sharply de- 
fined characteristics. 

The zodiacal longitude and the House 
position of Saturn indicate in a birth-chart 
the type of physio-psychological function 
and the social-personal conditions most 
definitely connected with the personal need 
for, and the focal expression of order in the 
personality. President Roosevelt has his 
natal Saturn in Taurus, which deals with 
the bodily metabolism and the assimilation 
of resources of all kinds. He was thus led 
to take a dominant place in the crucial 
reorganization of the resources of America 
and of the world. His natal Saturn seems 
to be also in the Eighth House (or pos- 
sibly ninth!) which refers to the substance 
of all relationship and the regeneration 
of set inherited patterns or ideals. 

The angular relationship of Saturn to 
all the other planets determines the man- 
ner in which these planets contribute to 
the Saturnian function, positively or neg- 





atively. It is this contribution which the 
technique of phase-analysis studies, and 
we refer the reader to the earlier install- 
ments of this series of articles for an ex- 
planation of the the technique to be used. 
We must stress the fact, however, that 
Saturn can operate at several levels in @ 
most characteristic manner. It may have 


a negative significance at the level of a 


physical health, yet appear as a strongly 
positive and constructive factor at the 
mental or social level. The technique of 
phase-analysis will throw light on such @ 
problem of interpretation, yet there are 
always possibilities of compensatory action 
within the organism-as-a-whole (the total 
personality); and great care must be exer- 
cised lest the astrologer falls into the error 
of giving to Saturn a generally negative 
or “malefic” significance. 

Saturn is first of all a principle of forma- 
tion. It is therefore very important to 
notice what planet rises after Saturn, be- 
cause this planet will tend to provide the 
Saturnian structure with its predominant 
type of energy. To rise after Saturn means 
to be the first planet on the left of Saturn 
in the Saturn Chart erected according to 
the principle of phase-analysis. In Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s chart Neptune, Jupiter 
and Pluto follow closely Saturn; thus col- 
lectivistic, social, political, global types of 
energy are seen to animate pre-eminently 
the structure of his ego. The kind of 
order he projects is encompassing, big, 
managerial, planet-wide in scope. Lincoln 
also had Neptune a few degrees past Sat- 
urn, and he too focused vast, compassion- 
ate, universalistic kinds of energy. 

In Pope Pius XII’s natal chart the Sun 
is next to Saturn, and the power of this 
Sun carries forward and outward with 
great intensity the type of order he con- 
ceives. He tends to stamp powerfully his 
own pefsonal structure upon his world, 
Furthermore, we see that five planets 
(Venus, Neptune, Mars, Pluto, Moon) 
are in the “sector of expansion” of the 
present Pope’s Saturn Chart. All these 
planets tend thus to band for the purpose 
of expanding and radiating out the struc- 
tural power of the Pontiff. 

On the other hand, planets which rise 
before Saturn in the natal chart—thus, 
which are in the eighth sector of the Sat- 
urn Chart—indicate more specifically the 
personal need out of which the sense of 
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order grew. In the Pope’s nativity what 
conditions primarily his need for order 


and personal integration is Mercury, sym- 
bol of the mental life. 


Mercury is op- 
posed by Uranus, and so we suspect that 


the young prelate Pacelli had to grapple 


with a restless intellect. This intellectual 
need compelled him to seek a strong pat- 
tern of order as a framework to integrate 
his brilliant mind; and once he had estab- 
lished this order, once he had built his 
Own cosmos, he projected it with all the 
energy of his Piscean Sun. 

In the United States’ chart (for July 4, 
1776) Neptune rises before Saturn; and 
indeed the governmental and social struc- 
ture of American Democracy was based 
on the most Neptunian concepts of the 
Declaration of Independence. These con- 
cepts were Neptunian, because they con- 
stituted a complete denial of tribal, racial, 
national, religious and class exclusivism or 
privileges. They were idealistic, all-in- 
clusive and world-wide in scope. In Mus- 
solini’s chart, Pluto and Neptune stand be- 
hind Saturn. The “will to order” in Mus- 
solini was conditioned by the effects of the 
vast social revolution brought about by 
the modern tools of civilization; and espe- 
cially by the post-war situation in Europe. 
Pluto stresses any type of integration 
which is more extensive and total than the 
one previously operative. Thus totali- 
tarianism is Plutonian wherever the pre- 
vailing type of organization had been 
narrowly Saturnian, tribal or provin- 
cialistic. 

When a planet forms a “first Quarter” 
square to Saturn, that planet represents 
the essential manner in which actional 
crises will challenge the validity or strength 
of the structural integrity of the organism. 
This occurred in the case of President 
Andrew Jackson’s birth-chart, as Jupiter 
was in Virgo 18° and Saturn in Gemini 
14°. The actional crises are essentially 
shown to have been related with the use 
of authority and governmental power. In 
the charts of Pope Pius XII Jupiter squares 
Saturn, but it is a “last Quarter phase” 
square signifying “crisis in consciousness.” 
It seems likely that in the exercise of his 
papal sovereignty (Jupiter) the Pope 
found the occasion for a “revision of 
values and reconsideration of conscious 
motives,” for “openness to the collective 
unconscious,” étc., in so far as his Saturn- 


ian ego-structure is concerned (ci. 
ican Astrology, April, 1943, p. 42). 

A planet in opposition to Saturn is) 
“Full Moon phase” relationship to this 
symbol of personal and structural integra 
tion. The relationship shows thus the 
main way in which the person will reagh 
“vision through contrast or conflict” and 
will learn to be fully objective to his 
structure. Being objective to it and f 
conscious of it the individual may thus 
repudiate his bondage to it and grow 
further in consciousness. In Abdul-Baha’s 
chart the Moon in Leo and in the sixth 
House opposes Saturn, Through his feel- 
ings, his intense devotion to his father and 
his constant service in difficult adjust- 
ments to crucial surroundings, this Christ- 
like personage was able to break through 
the narrow circle of his personal ego. In 
the writer and polemist Upton Sinclair, 
the Sun and Mars in Virgo oppose Saturn; 
and we see a man who was able to reach 
an objective understanding of the struc- 
ture of social privileges in an ending era 
of society (Saturn in Pisces) through pas- 
sionate, analytical and critical activity. He 
gained “vision” by throwing himself whole- 
heartedly into his crusade for social reform. 

To sum up: Every planet in a chart 
contributes to the building or the over- 
coming of the Saturnian ego and of all 
other aspects of this Saturn function. The 
Sun indicates the way in which the func- 
tion is fed with the person’s vitality; the 
Moon, the way in which it is brought to 
bear upon, and is affected by all daily ad- 
justments to the ever-changing demands 
of life. Mars reveals the congenital tech- 
nique of mobilization of the ego in actual 
experience; Venus, the typical way in 
which the sense of personal integration is 
affected by the fruits of experience and 
the man’s emotional response. Mercury 
shows the contribution of a man’s mind 
and nervous system to his basic sense of 
structural integrity at all levels. 

Uranus is the arch-challenger of all Sat- 
urnian structures which it always tends 
to disrupt, or which it floods with a 
disturbing light making them look small 
or obsolete. Uranus’ angular relationship 
to Saturn reveals the manner of and place 
where such a challenge is focused. ,Nep- 
tune dissolves what Saturn has built, but 
it can also carry the substance of per

EPTEMBER is a critical month; the 
struggle’s on for fair, with no holds barred. 
Yet violent and disruptive as day to day 
developments may be, particularly through 
the first third of the month, a constructive 
end of the world’s long agony is even now 


in sight. But only im sight—not to be 
reached before a long hard pull. There 
may be a quick advance, then a draw; much 
shuttling back and forth over some of the 
same ground; hammer blows repeated in 
the same place, or operations in several 
theatres carried on at once.

One must look ahead, take into account 
that Mars, starting off slam-bang with 
Uranus, must render an account to Saturn 
next March 7th; one must consider that 
Mercury will retrograde from September 
11th to October 4th (a good time, consider- 
ing how difficult it is to coordinate activi- 
ties and to keep communications clear for 
an emergency conference; there have been 
two other great ones during retrograde 
Mercury periods—January and May); 
and most important of all, one must re- 
member that Mars will be retrograde from 
October 28th to January 11th. Saturn and 
Uranus, less noticeably affecting the for- 
ward march of well directed initiative, will 
turn and retreat, too. Nothing can be 
definitely settled, or the various moves 
evaluated, until the fall and winter picture 
is seen in perspective. 

The month of September is all Uranus 
and Saturn, for all the big noise an enthu- 
siastic and wordy Mars may make. The 
pace is terrific at first, with Sun square 
Uranus as September opens; Mars makes 
its first conjunction with Uranus on the 
9th (it will make three, and press along im 
Uranian company for weeks in December 
and January); even Venus is infected with 
the febrile excitement and squares Mars 
on the 10th and Uranus on the 1ith 
The August 30th Lunation in the 7th 
degree of Virgo (a degree of “independence 
of restraint,’ a “harem let loose!”) is 
square Mars and Uranus, setting the 
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P Oe. 
' “greased lightning” pace and tone for the 
_ first third of the month. 

Were this to continue, it would be easy 
for the side that holds the initiative to 
make a clean sweep. But—almost to 
give the startled world a chance to pause 
for breath—the pace as suddenly slows 
down as Saturn takes over. Mercury 
turns retrograde on the 11th in 9° of 
Libra; the Full Moon of the 13th is 
Square Saturn; the Sun squares Saturn 
on the 19th and Mercury on the 29th. 
These two squares are characterized by 
the effort it takes not only to forge ahead 
(a good verb for Saturn), but to hold 
what might have been gained earlier, 
characterized, also, by the persistent 
pounding called for where there is more 
stubborn resistance or better prepared 
defenses. Between these two squares to 


| . Saturn, the muted Neptune is the only 


planet heard from. Though we may not 
know at the month’s end what will be the 
outcome of some specialized tug of war 
(Mercury’s square), and the bills coming 
in at this time may be heavy for what was 
achieved before, the conjunctions of the 
Sun and Mercury between the 23rd and 
the 25th, first to each other, and then to 
Neptune, should encourage one to take 
heart, to hold fast in the faith that all 
is as it should be, though one cannot yet 
see the picture whole. Neptune confuses 
and defeats only those pushing in self will 
or panic against the will of nature or 
weight of circumstance. But it gives 
others, better attuned to undercurrents in 
the world drift and with a wider view, the 
vision and inspiration to know that long 
as the task may be, though steeped in 
“blood, sweat and tears,” with the test of 
endurance and persistence still to come, 
it must lead the pro-social crusading 
armies to their certain victory and to 
their peace with justice (Libra) and with 
honor (though with plenty of diplomatic 
legerdemain thrown in, while Neptune 
holds the scales). 

For all the disruptive, dramatic sudden- 
ness of events precipitated under the Mars- 
Uranus conjunction (the 9th) and the toil 
and responsibility of the Saturn aspects, 
it must be seen that even this jittery month 
fits into the over-all picture of social re- 
construction which seems to be the world’s 
_ job under the Uranus and Neptune trines. 
At the Lunation, all planets are between 


a trine of Mars and Mercury; there. és 
a plan, broad in scope, and strategicallg § 


effective, no matter how unrelated isolated ~ 


events may seem to outsiders. The chart 
is one of the most concentrated of all 
patterns—the “bundle” type of single. 
mindedness, all power tightly drawn to- 
gether to move with concentrated and tell- 
ing force. By the Full Moon, some of this 
is naturally dispersed, having been put 
into circulation, but all planets except the. 
Moon (in Pisces) are within another trine, 
between Mercury and Uranus this time. 
Here is the intrusion of popular opinions 
and feelings, the personal note, the pres- 
sure of immediate and day to day needs, 
the emotional red herring across the blue- 
print of action. Here’s disappointment 
for the wishful thinkers (the Full Moon 
square to Saturn) and challenge for those 
who jump to unrealistic conclusions on 
seeing the curtain go suddenly up with 
Mars, emboldened by Uranus and sup- 
ported by Jupiter, progressing swiftly 
under the momentum of surprise; they 
won’t like the entrance of Saturn into 
the second act, with the persistent pull, 
the waits and stalemates, the checks and 
balances the Saturn rhythm requires. 


The Libra Ingress 


In the long view, the pattern holds to- 
gether; a glance at the Libra Ingress shows 
that. Here is the “Full Moon” of the 
Ingress cycle begun at Aries. Curiously 
enough, that Ingress—which \should have 
been conjunctive—was a “Full Moon” pat- 
tern with Sun in opposition to Neptune, 
with, too, the broad scope and dispersion of 
a Grand Trine in Air, and a hesitant Virgo 
Moon in opposition to an emotionally 
minded Pisces Mercury. Now, at the 
Full Moon mark, with the Sun entering 
Libra, we have a tight “bundle” chart, 
equipped for action, though on a world- 
remaking scale. All the planets are be- 
tween the “social” planets, Uranus and 
Neptune (the Sun being with Mercury 
and Neptune); the Libra group is sextile 
the Moon, cardinal in late Cancer, and 
sextile Pluto. Mars has moved from the 
trine of Saturn to the more dynamic, even 
explosive, conjunction with Uranus, while 
Venus (concrete results), peregrine at the 
Aries Ingress, is now square Mars and 


Uranus, straining, but retrograde, and still — 
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signature to no final results in this quar- 


' ter. The Sun, though trine Uranus, is 
- square Saturn. 


It is a powerful chart, 
but not powerful enough, or definitive 
enough, to deal the decisive ending. 

Much will be accomplished in this In- 
gress that will count in the larger cycle. 
In the chart for Washington, Mars and 
Uranus are the only planets in the East 
(and things really do begin to move); 
the Ingress is angular (7th) though in 
the 8th house sign. The reflective Pisces 
rises, with Neptune, its ruler, muting the 
Sun, and Jupiter (to some, still the 
ruler of Pisces) well aspected, but_bogged 
down in the 6th house of adjustment and 
obligation. 
house for Japan (it was in the 12th house 
for the United States in March); it is 
angular for London, with Venus holding 
the 4th house cusp and Cancer rising. 
This, too, is an improvement; the ‘Aries 
Ingress was intercepted in the 10th. It 
is angular, in the Ascendant, for Chung- 
king, with a dominant Saturn and well- 
placed Moon, a much less restricted pat- 
tern than the 6th house Aries picture. The 
Libra Sun is in the third house for Mos- 
cow, with ail planets East, hence a most 
active chart; here Pluto is exactly on the 
Ascendant (putting Russia in a world 
role), and Jupiter and the North Node 
are grandiloquently rising. 

The Ingress for Berlin is most heavily 
accented of all, for the Moon rises, within 
a degree of the Ascendant; Jupiter is on 
the 2nd cusp, Venus retrograde on the 
3rd, and Saturn exactly on the 12th. This, 
too, is a chart with all planets East (com- 
plete freedom to act), and Berlin is not 
without resource. Yet Saturn on the 12th 
is a heavy interior drain for a country 
traditionally considered to have a morale 
that will not stand long strain. The rising 
Moon indicates a populace also highly 
vulnerable, though in passive strength this 
people may still be able to appeal to the 
sympathy of sentimental (and short-mem- 
oried) persons elsewhere. Whatever emo- 
tional strings can be played on, will be 
used, as these people are forced at last 
to defend their own land and homes. 

The chart is strikingly similar for Oslo, 
but here Sun, Mercury, and Neptune are 
bunched exactly on the Nadir—a lock not 
too difficult to crack for pounders at the 
“European fortress.” 


The Ingress is in the 12th. 


the fall quarter in North Africa (and 
policy so far as United Nations interests 
are concerned), since Saturn is exactly 
on the Ascendant at the Ingress. 

Tokyo must see many more of her ships 
go down during the months of the fall 
quarter (Saturn in the 9th). For Japan, 
all planets are above the horizon, putting 
her much in the spotlight of world events. 
The Moon is at the MC; her public may 
begin to take a hand, or at least to express 
popular feeling and opinion and cause the 
leaders to take those feelings into account. 
A retrograde Mercury rules the chart from 
the 11th (where go her hopes of empire?), 
square Mars and Uranus in the 8th, swal- 
lowing up more and more of her available 
resources, even those she can grab from 
others. A comparison of this with the 
Chungking chart emphasizes the improve- 
ment of the fall picture for China. Mars, 
in the 8th, with Uranus, rules the South 
Pacific Chart, with the Ingress in the 11th, 
and a dominant Pluto and Jupiter in the 
MC to suggest, as well-as the Mars ruler- 
ship, that United Nations forces in this 
area are dishing it out—no longer taking 
it. The mobile Moon, not Saturn, is in 
the 9th here. 


United States 


The Lunation chart set for Washington 
stresses dramatically the importance of the 
nation’s resources, both to itself and to 
the world at large. The reciprocal flow 
of goods and their distribution is empha- 
sized by a chart with nothing in the east 
but the South Node in the 2nd house, 
the Lunation being in the 8th, square Mars 
and Uranus near the cusp of the 6th; Pluto 
is on the 8th, with Jupiter, North Node, 
and Venus (leaning towards the 9th) all 
crowded in that department of pooled re- 
sources. There is also the suggestion here 
of the reorganization of administrative 
agencies. With Saturn, the ruler of the 
chart, in the emphasized 6th house, labor 
difficulties and production bottlenecks, 
complicated by transportation problems, 
must be dealt with; greater regimentation 
is in sight, with the possible conscription of 
manpower. The global scope of the trans- 
portation program, and the brilliant use of 
sea power, as well as the vision and in- 
genuity of the nation’s strategy in general, 
are all pointed by the enclosing trine of 
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-Mars-Uranus to Mercury-Neptune ‘from 
the Sth to the 9th. The transiting Mars- 
Uranus, it should be remembered, in con- 
*. nection with this, is on the nation’s natal 
Uranus and Ascendant. 

q This fact gives even greater point to 
| the Full Moon chart, with the country’s 
radical Mars on the Ascendant degree for 
Washington and Saturn rising (on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s Mars) ; transiting Mars is still 
on the radical Ascendant of the U. S. chart. 
While the country is making a brilliant 
showing on the fighting fronts, an aroused 
public at home demands a greater voice 
in the administration of internal affairs, 
even in policy and organization for war. 
Restrictions and government “interference” 
are strongly resented, and while the voice 
of special business interests is more in- 
sistently heard, these restrictions cannot 
easily be thrown off with the chart’s ruler, 
Mercury, retrograde in the 5th. Its trine 
-to Mars and Uranus, however, and its sex- 
tile to Jupiter, suggest that much could 
be accomplished by conferences at this 
time. The rising Saturn also dramatizes 
the country’s preoccupation with internal 
politics as the nearness of the November 
elections brings sharply divided opinion to 
a head (Mars-Uranus). With Saturn on 
President Roosevelt’s Mars, and the Full 
Moon itself on his horizon near his natal 
Uranus, the President’s talents as a politi- 
cal tactician should be amply demon- 
strated. 


Great Britain 


The Lunation is intercepted in the 6th 
house in the chart for London, with Aries 
ising, and the ruler Mars the leading 
planet in the tightly integrated chart, with 
all the planets below the horizon. Fast- 
moving as September’s events may be, this 
chart seems to indicate that Britain is 
vastly more concerned with the meaning of 
the events—perhaps to the future of the 
empire—than with the events themselves. 
That there is no loss of dynamic in all this. 
is indicated by the exact opposition of the 
Mars-Uranus conjunction to Mr. Church- 
ill’s Sun, and the presence of his natal 
Mars (and Jupiter) on the 7th cusp of 
the lunation chart points to the diplo- 
matic activity that is such an integral part 
of the war effort. 

The Full Moon chart for London has 
for its horizon the degree sensitized by the 


lunar eclipse of February 19th, which give: 

it added significance. The key pattern , 

that chart, the Full Moon square Saturn, ~ 
falls exactly on the 2nd, 8th, and 1ith 
houses of the wheel. This chart is thus 
sharply pointed to Britain’s awareness of 
her own political interests, and of the 
highly political use she must make of 
the country’s resources. With Mars in the 
10th with Uranus, ruling the 9th, the 
Royal Navy adds to its prestige, while 
the dominant Saturn, ruling the 6th, in- 
dicates that other military personnel give 
just as good an account of themselves. 
Their seasoning in the earlier stages of the 
war, and the high quality of their leader- 
ship, carry great weight in their present 
performance. 

Russia 


Both the Lunation and the Full Moon 
charts, for Moscow are striking, with Sat- 
urn exactly on the Ascendant at the new 
moon and on the degree of the midheaven 
at the Full Moon. The protective Jupiter 
and North Node are tight on the 4th cusp 
at the Lunation, which itself stresses the 
foundational 4th house of the chart. There 
is no question but that Russia is standing 


four-square on its own feet, with a self- 


sufficiency that expresses itself through the 
dominant Saturn in both charts. Political 
factors dominate all else, and in matters 
of policy Russia now speaks with the voice 
of authority. A closely united people, 
behind a powerfully strengthened govern- 
ment, enjoying a greater prestige, seems 
to know what it wants and where it’s going. 
The Lunation is on Premier Stalin’s Ura- 
nus; Mars-Uranus opposes his natal Mer- 
cury, and Saturn opposes his natal Sun. 
These powerful transits confirm in the 
leader’s chart the testimony of the Luna- 
tion. In any conclave between leaders of 
the United Nations, Russian opinion and 
ambitions will be voiced in no uncertain 
terms. 
Germany 


Hitler’s Mars-Venus conjunction is the 
rising degree of the New Moon for Berlin, 
while his Neptune and Pluto hold the mid- 
heaven of the Full Moon chart. With 
Jupiter on the Sth at the Lunation, and 
considering the emphasis of the 7th house 
Mars in Hitler’s natal wheel, there is room 
for the Germans to swing their fighting 
forces around, though with a retrograde — 
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"moves might be a matter of defensive 


necessity. Mars rises as in the British 
chart, but there it ruled the Ascendant; 
here it rules the 7th. Are Germany’s 
challengers at her front door? Saturn in 
the 2nd, square the retrograde Venus in 
the 6th, suggests acutely dwindling re- 
sources. But there’s plenty of fight in 
the rising Mars-Uranus, supported by the 
willingness still to gamble of the Sth house 
Jupiter. 

The Full Moon chart (which swings the 
emphasis in Hitler’s own pattern from 
Mars to Neptune) indicates the possibility 
of a desperate peace offensive, since Venus 
is close to the rising degree and Neptune 
is on the 2nd (what would the Nazi gifts 
be worth with Neptune square a 10th house 
Saturn?). The singleton Moon is in the 
7th, in Pisces, and Jupiter holds the back 
door open in the 12th. Such a move 
would of course fail, but an imposing bluff 
can still be made. Hitler’s people are 
not too happy in their leadership, and it 
is not beyond the bounds of possibility 
that the attempt to manipulate a nego- 
tiated peace may be backed by an offer 
to change that leadership. No matter what 
was offered, with the Pisces Moon ruling 
the 11th, and so heavily afflicted, this is 
so much wishful thinking. 


Scandinavia 


A dramatic development is possible in 
Norway, with Mars rising at the Lunation, 
as well as an important policy or admin- 
istrative shift in Sweden, with Mars and 
Uranus at the midheaven at the Full Moon. 
The Scandinavian countries and the waters 
around them may see considerable action 
during this fall. The pointing of the Au- 
gust eclipses is borne out in this regard by 
the charts for the Libra Ingress. 


The Middle East 


Definitive action may well develop in 
Turkey and the eastern Mediterranean. 
The chart for this region has the first degree 
of Gemini rising, with Mars close to the 
Ascendant, square the Lunation on the Sth 
cusp. Saturn is on the 2nd, Pluto angular 
on the 4th. This is a fighting chart, with 
the natural drift of events toward estab- 
lishing needed bases in this area. With 
the democratic Gemini rising, and Mars-

The Lunation figure for Tokyo, with the 
Lights rising, indicates that this may well 7 
be a criticalnonth for Japan.

Lend- 
lease is the critical factor here, and again 
a faith that can work miracles (Neptune 
on the 11th); much depends on the stra- 
tegic use that is made of such assistance as 
can get through. Though the afflicted 4th 
house Moon rules the 9th, and Jupiter is 
intercepted there, the previous performance 
of China under impossible difficulties sug- 
gests a people ready to carry whatever is 
sent in wherever it may be needed, if they 
have to carry it on foot. Heavy rains, or 
a poor yield from the land, may complicate 
the situation. 


Latin America 


The Lunation in Brazil gives a 5th house 
emphasis to Saturn, which is on President 
Vargas’ natal Jupiter. The Lunation it- 
self is angular in the 7th, the department 
of foreign relations. The likelihood of 
political or diplomatic developments here 
is emphasized by Saturn on the Ascendant 
at the Full Moon; the Full Moon itself 
falling across Vargas’ natal Venus in Pisces 
opposes his natal Uranus. There is a 
struggle for tighter integration and for a 
More dominant place in the family of 
United Nations, especially with Neptune 
close to the cusp of the foundational 4th. 

Mexico may find itself in a diplomatic 
situation of critical importance with Nep- 
tune at the MC of the Lunation, and Sat- 
urn fairly close to the 7th cusp. The Full 
Moon chart, emphasizing 4th, 5th, and 6th 
house matters, spotlights a singleton Moon 
in the 11th—the house of affiliations, which 
dominates the domestic food, production, 
| transportation and crop problems of her 
- internal affairs. 


The Full Moon chart is dynamic in the | 
Argentine, with a rising Uranus holding the ~ 
Ascendant, and an angular Full Moon with 
the singleton Moon only two degrees from 
the midheaven. The heavily emphasized 
6th degree of Gemini rises and Jupiter is 
on the 3rd. The people are struggling 
for the upper hand here, with the revolu- 
tionary Uranus setting the tone of its 
protest, and a rising Saturn to give the 
people’s voice greater authority and effec- 
tiveness. 

Uruguay, too, has this strong angular 
emphasis, with the Full Moon on the 10th 
and a rising Uranus close to the Ascending 
degree. Interest in South American affairs 
may well be focused in developments of 
these important coastal points. 

The charts for Chile are very like those 
for the United States, except that there is 
a stronger Mars accent on the Sth at the 
Lunation, the 5th again emphasized by 
Mercury-Neptune at the Full, Moon, which 
is here released from interception. The 
dynamic quality of the Chilean charts is 
brought out by the oppostion of the tran- 
siting Mars-Uranus conjunction to Presi- 
dent Rios’ natal Jupiter. Chilean enter- 
prise and expansion proceed at a rapid 


pace.

The Thaw Murder Case 


Maw of our readers are no doubt fa- 
miliar with the tremendous publicity which 
attended the principals of the Thaw Mur- 
der Case. On June 25, 1906, at 11:05 
P.M., on the roof of the Madison Square 
Garden in New York City, Harry Thaw, 
a young Pittsburgh millionaire, shot and 
killed Stanford White, a noted architect, 
purportedly to avenge the honor of his 


wife, Evelyn Nesbitt Thaw. Called for 
many years “the most discussed woman on 
the stage,” the latter’s press notices have 
been enormous, as also have Thaw’s. 

The astrological student will observe that 
the most outstanding contacts between 
these charts occur in Capricorn. Evelyn 
Nesbitt’s Sun is conjunct Stanford White’s 
Venus, a magnetic contact often discussed

in this column. Her Sun and Stanford 
White’s Venus are conjunct Thaw’s Saturn 
and South Node in Capricorn in his tenth 
house, bringing a strong karmic, fateful 
tone to bear on these relationships. Evelyn 
Nesbitt’s Mars also fell close to Thaw’s 
Saturn, a difficult and dangerous contact 
for marriage, which in this instance at- 
tracted unusual notoriety for both. Accord- 
ing to her published accounts, she was a 
direct link between Thaw and the man he 
had long hated, a man who had incited 
Thaw’s earlier enmity, and she unwittingly 
fed that hate. And are not hate and ven- 
geance often far more potent drawing forces 
than love? When he first sought her out, 
according to published versions, Thaw was 
aware that Miss Nesbitt was White’s close 
friend and protegée. Are we not subtly at- 
tracted to our rivals and enemies, or those 
who furnish a direct contact with them? 
This seems to have been the case in the 
attraction of Thaw for Evelyn Nesbitt, 
through their Mars-Saturn contact. Such 
a contact in any intimate association, as 
marriage, has been known to incite violence 
and cruelty masked under the guise of love. 
To Thaw, his wife evidently became a con- 
stant reminder, an ever present link be- 
tween him and the man whose name he 
could not speak without exciting in him 
terrific inner emotional upheaval. Con- 
sciously, he directed the force of this pent- 
up hate and desire for vengeance toward

the man who had reputedly despoiled her 
virtue, and the virtue of other innocent 
young girls; conscious dictates of society, 
and his mother’s influence, Miss Nesbitt 
tells us, prevented him from directing it 
outwardly toward his wife, whose presence 
unconsciously stimulated it. But he seems 
to have found in her a surrogate for that 
man, the Enemy, and a constant symbol of 
the injustice in that man’s violation of 
young womanhood. In marrying Evelyn 
Nesbitt, his purpose—to destroy that ene- 
my—became objectized, legalized. He 
sacrificed himself to this purpose, in pub- 
licly murdering the Enemy—to save the 
world from further acts of injustice; this 
was his duty, he felt. Saturn in Capricorn 
is inherently honorable and quite orthodox, 

unyielding in devotion to principles, and 
under affliction, as by Mars, may carry 
ideals and aims to injurious extremes . . . 
Evelyn Nesbitt’s eighth house Saturn on 
Thaw’s Jupiter, and her seventh house 
Neptune and Pluto conjunct White’s ris- 
ing Saturn in Taurys are also significant in 
the light of events resulting from their 
respective associations. 

Possessed of “a beautiful face that won 
millions,” Evelyn Nesbitt began her career 
as a Floradora girl at an early age, after 
coming to New York under the chaperonage 
of her mother. She attracted attention both 
on the stage and in artists’ studios. She 
has written many accounts of the details 
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and happenings of her life prior to and 
following the murder trial, including her 
early friendship and attachment to Stan- 
ford White, which occurred some time 
previous to her meeting and subsequent 
marriage to Thaw. Her reports bear out, 
as do her own words on the witness stand 
when under cross examination by the prose- 
cutor, William Travers Jerome, the nature 
of this Sun-Venus contact in Capricorn, 
wherein was also posited her natal Mars. 
Admiration and mental attraction were dis- 
played through White’s Mercury on her 
rising Venus. His Sun in Scorpio on her 
Ascendant denoted the attraction to be also 
of a physically magnetic nature. 

“The worst they can do,” she tells us 
she was thinking as she passed the jury 
box to take the stand in Thaw’s defense, 
“fs to kill me, so here goes.” (Note her 
Venus rising in Sagittarius, square Jupiter 
on her tenth cusp, which bestowed, besides 
personal beauty, the tendency to gamble— 
on life and reputation—to take great risks 
and chances.) 

On the witness stand, according to Fred- 
erick Arthur Mackenzie, in his book, The 
Trial of Harry Thaw, she stated that Thaw 
constantly referred to her early association 
and relationship with Stanford White. “He 
would awaken her in the night, or she 
would be awakened by his sobs,” (note 
Thaw’s rising sign, Pisces, and Neptune, 
its ruler, also in the first house of self) “and 
he would ask questions about it. It would 
happen several times in the night.” 

“When he talked so much about it, it 
usually made me cry,” stated the witness. 
“T tried to get his mind on other things. 
When he noticed it, he would say I was 
trying to get out of it.” She referred to her 
not desiring to bring Stanford White to 
justice through legal channels. 

On being asked by Jerome relative to her 
regard for Stanford White, the witness 
stated, and her remarks are again entirely 
in accord with White’s Venus in Capricorn 
conjunct her Sun: “He (White) had a very 
fatherly manner, a very fatherly way of 
doing things. . . He had a very peculiar, 
very strong personality. People liked him 
very much. He had a great many friends 
and always kept them. His friends were 
always unwilling to believe these things 
about him till they actually found out, and 
then they could not understand.” 

In his book, Glamorous Sinners, Frederic 


Lewis Collins gives this record of this p .r- 


ticular topic under discussion at the trial? 
Question by Jerome, the prosecutor; 7 
“What did you mean by his (White's) © 


personality?” 

A. “Why, I have been telling you of his 
personality. I had a hard time to make Mr, 
Thaw understand. I may have a hard time 
making you understand. I say outside of 
this one terrible thing about Stanford White 
(i.e., his seduction of young girls), he 
was a very grand man, and when I told this 
to Mr. Thaw, he said that that only made 
White all the more dangerous, because 
when Stanford White came to see me he 
always talked as my father, and he had 
never made love to me until that night; 
he had professed his admiration for me only 
in the most fatherly manner. He was kind 
and considerate and exceedingly thought- 
ful—much more thoughtful than most 
people.” 

Thaw’s Mars on his wife’s Uranus in 
Libra could well stimulate violent emo- 
tional outbursts and explosive tendencies, 
such as she has described in many of her 
accounts of their association. Her fear 
of him is evidenced through the Sun-Mars 
—Saturn and South Node contacts be- 
tween their charts. As we have previously 
stated in this department, Saturn contacts 
with the Sun often form the basis for mar- 
riage or other close relationships, usually 
when the objects are attracted by, or 
through, a strong sense of duty or obliga- 
tion to each other and to society, and desire 
for wealth or security is often in evidence. 
But, oddly enough, it was Thaw who needed 
or required Evelyn Nesbitt—she was, or 
became necessary to him— it is Ais Saturn 
on her Sun. He also leaned upon her 
strength during his ordeal through his im- 
prisonment and trial—he came to depend 
upon her, and she did not fail him. Thaw’s 
Moon in Scorpio was in her ascending sign, 
bestowing a measure of attraction of a 
magnetic personal quality. To all ap- 
pearances, Evelyn Nesbitt was making 
a wise choice when she chose the young 
Pittsburgh millionaire for her husband. 
Most of the Floradora girls are said to 
have married well. The regrettable in- 
cident that proved so unfortunate to all 
three characters of this famous real life 
tragedy might have been averted had they 
been warned of the danger incident to 


Mars-Saturn contacts in marriage, especial- 
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rwhen these planets carry serious afflic- 
in one or both charts. Through his 


"wifes Mars and Sun on his Saturn and 


South Node, which position was more ad- 
yantageously held by Stanford White’s 
Venus, tormenting hate and jealousy, with 
brooding at real or imagined wrong and in- 
justice, must have gradually increased, until 
they led eventually and apparently inexor- 
ably to the killing of the man he hated. Sat- 
um in Carpicorn in his tenth house, con- 
junct the South Node and in square to a 
seventh house Mars in Libra, was weighted 
on the fateful night of the tragedy by the 
transiting Uranus. This sign and position of 
Saturn under affliction, especially by Mars 
or Uranus, are reputed to bestow an over 
zalous, often inflexible and uncompromis- 
ing desire to right wrongs, to avenge honor, 
to assume the responsibility to destroy evil 
influences, and, as stated, Thaw’s reputed 
tendency to brood over his own, and wife’s 
early injury, at the hands of one he despised 
and hated, was stirred most powerfully by 
his wife through her Sun-Mars contact. 

Thaw’s confinement in an institution fol- 
lowed the verdict of “not guilty by reason 
of insanity at the time the crime was com- 
mitted.” The statements in the New York 
Herald, in April, 1924, i.e., “his notorious 
staccato dashes in and out of asylums have 
lent him the queer distinction of having 
had his mental condition probably the most 
frequently judged of any man in the world,” 
also “the escapades and aberrations of 
Thaw have been the subject of sensational 
press notices for the last eighteen years,” 
are entirely in keeping with his rising Nep- 
tune in Aries square his fifth house Uranus 
and his eleventh house Mercury in Capri- 
corn, also his twelfth house Sun square 
an eighth house Moon in Scorpio. His own, 
and Evelyn Nesbitt’s interest to the public 
continue to this day, although their paths 
have long since separated, Miss Nesbitt 
having been “reduced to poverty” (as re- 
corded by the New York Evening Mail, 
under the issue of January 5, 1915), and 
obliged, in order to provide for her young 
son Russell Thaw, to return to the enter- 
tainment world of the stage and later to 
make night club appearances. 

At the time the tragedy occurred (see 
chart erected for June 25, 1906 at 11:05 
P.M. New York City), Saturn in Pisces 
was rising on the Eastern Horizon, exactly 





1001 Nativities, and making the house 
cusps similar to those in his natal chart. 
This confirms the murder motive of fear, 
hate and vengeance for wrongs committed. 

The Moon was transiting Stanford 
White’s Mars in Leo in his fifth house, 
co-ruler of his seventh, showing that action 
that night was taken by another—an 
enemy. It was square his rising Saturn in 
Taurus. The transiting Saturn was con- 
junct his Moon and Neptune in his eleventh 
house. Uranus in Capricorn had passed his 
Venus, and was conjunct his progressed 
Jupiter, ruler of his eighth house. His pro- 
gressed Moon was in Aquarius, conjunct his 
progressed Venus, which squared Saturn. 
The Part of Fortune in the chart erected for 
the time of his death was on his Pluto in 
Taurus, jyst above his Ascendant in his 
twelfth house. Pluto has been associated 
with crimes of violence, with murder and 
vengeance. Its rulership of Scorpio, his sev- 
enth house sign, shows that he would be 
apt to attract violence at the hands of a 
secret and powerful enemy. 

Uranus transiting Evelyn Nesbitt’s Sun 
and Mars taken with her progressed New 
Moon in Capricorn, indicated the beginning 
of an entirely new cycle of her life, with un- 
expected, unprecedented, even startling 
events. No one could have been more 
surprised, and possibly upset than she was 
over her husband’s action that night. Sat- 
urn in Pisces, the sign of her natal Moon, 
during 1906-1907 showed that she might 
be obliged to meet cold, harsh reality, 
which she did when she faced the unpleas- 
ant publicity which followed the shooting 
and her husband’s arrest, and when she 
sacrificed herself to save her husband’s life 
by taking the stand in his defense. Ac- 
cording to all accounts, it was her deport- 
ment on the stand and her quick thinking 
and clever repartees to the prosecution that 
saved Thaw. For this she is said to have 
received small reward or appreciation— 
again in keeping with Piscean sacrifice. 

On this fateful night, Mars was conjunct 
Neptune (a “fateful” contact), opposing 
the transiting Uranus and Thaw’s radical 
Saturn, and squaring his Mars in Libra 
in his seventh house. The transiting 
South Node was in his Sun sign Aquarius, 
Saturn had recently completed its transit 
over his Venus and was on his progressed - 
Moon in Pisces. His emotional nature no 
doubt had recently been greatly depressed. 
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The transiting Mercury, two degrees from 
his Uranus in his fifth house, bestowed 
the daring to take surprising, dramatic ac- 
tion on that particular night. The Moon on 
the night in question was sextile the transit- 
ing Jupiter in the fourth house on his own 
fourth house cusp, showing that the out- 
come for him would be favorable, or that 
he would not be compelled to pay the 
extreme penalty for his act. This is further 
borne out by the fact that Jupiter was 
_ transiting the place it occupied at his birth 
—Gemini, where it sextiled his Neptune 
and trined his Sun. Uranus, exactly con- 
junct his natal Saturn, no doubt released 
his Saturnine inhibitions or barriers of 
caution, so that on this particular night he 
was emboldened to perform a fateful act, 
for which it seemed the stage had. been 
dramatically set by some malignant power 
behind the scenes, leading to an inescap- 
able and tragic climax.

D on’t forget to plant the fall garden. 
This refers especially to those gardeners 
who live in the milder climates. Such 
plants as peas, radish, leaf lettuce, late 
onion sets for green onions, turnips, spin- 
ach, beets, etc., may be planted in the fall. 
All these vegetables are the cool weather 
vegetables and grow equally as well in the 
fall months as they do

above the soil and grow from seed with a ; 
root formation, similar to beans, corn, let- 
tuce, oats, peas, sweet-peas and marigolds, 
should be planted when the Moon is new 
or in first quarter.

Editor's Note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month. It will be noted 
that one day, each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact that the time of moonrise 
moves forward approximately 50’ per day and therefore during each month there will be a period 
during which this lunar day carries through from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second 
succeeding day including therein one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a crisis or turning 
point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more likely to occur ab the time of 
moonrise, and the same will apply to other general conditions, 

There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various Standard Time Zones, 
For all practical purposes the time given herewith, when changed to local Standard Time, may be 
accepted for any locality in the United States. The time given is Eastern Standard Time; read 
as is for Central War Time; subtract one hour for Mountain War Time; subtract two hours 


for Pacific War Time.

EDITORIAL NOTE: The ascendants of all charts appearing in this 
series are speculative unless otherwise designated. 








= Unysses S. GRANT was born 
April 27, 1822. He married in 1848, when 
he was 26 years old. We therefore add an 
arc of 26 degrees to his radical planets. 
Venus then had moved forward to between 
18 and 19 of Aries, conjunct the radical 
Mercury and square the Midheaven. The 
Seventh cusp in his chart is Scorpio, ruled 
by Mars, and Mars is in his Fifth House 
of love affairs. Adding the arc of 26° to 
Mars, we find that it is 20 degrees of 
Virgo, in orb of the trine to the Midheaven 
and in orb of an inconjunct to the radical 
Mercury. 

In 1861 Grant offered his services to the 
Federals, He was then 39 years of age. 
Adding an arc of 39 degrees to the Moon, 
we find that it is 4 degrees of Virgo, apply- 
ing to a trine of the radical Sun, that is, to- 
Wards an increase of power. 
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In 1864 he was given supreme command 
of the Army. He was then 42 years of 
age. The Sun had progressed to between 
18 and 19 degrees of Gemini sextile the 
radical Mercury. Good progressions of 
the Sun always lead to increase in the 
status of the life. The progressed Mid- 
heaven had reached one degree of Pisces 
sextile the radical Saturn, which gave him 
responsibility. Note that the progressed 
Midheaven was coming to a sextile of the 
radical Ascendant in the next three or four 
years, which would give him popularity in 
any position of responsibility. 

In 1868 he was made President-elect, 
He was then 46 years of age. The pro- 
gressed Moon had come to 11° Virgo trine 
the radical Jupiter, which gave him not 
only prestige and responsibility, but also 
popularity and good feeling from the 
public. 

His progressed Sun had come to about 
22° of Gemini, so that it was applying to a 
semi-sextile of the Moon and a sextile to 
Mars, giving both popularity and authority 
in the next few years. 

From 1877 to 1879 Grant traveled ex- 
tensively. He made a trip around the 
world. He was then 55-57 years of age. 
Adding the arc of 55° to Jupiter, which 
rules long journeys and is the ruler of 
Grant’s house of long journeys, you have 
the progressed Jupiter at 55 years 6° 
Cancer sextile the radical Sun, giving him 
remarkable honors and popularity where- 
ever he went and making friends for him 
wherever he visited. 
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. In 1884 the bank with which he had be- 
come connected failed. He was then 62 
years old. Hence we add an arc of 61° 
approximately, for in 60 years according 
to our Table of Progressions, given previ- 
ously, one degree is skipped. 

Mercury, the ruler of the Second House, 
comes to 20° Gemini inconjunct the radi- 
cal Midheaven. 

The Sun has progressed to 7 degrees 
Cancer opposition the radical Uranus, and 
as the Sun is at birth in Taurus, the sign 
of money, we have a sudden loss of it. 

Grant died July 23, 1885, when he was 
63 years and 4 months. Hence referring 
to our table: or

Hence we move the planets forward two 
complete signs and 2°25’. Progressed Mars 
is 26°25’ Libra square the radical Moon. 
Progressed Venus is 25°05’ Taurus square 
the radical Mars. Progressed Moon is 
27°56’ Virgo sexti-quadrate the radical 
Jupiter. Progressed Sun is 9°03’ Cancer 
semi-square radical Mars. Progressed 
Uranus is 9°43’ Pisces sesqui-quadrate the 
radical Moon. Since Neptune is so close 
to Uranus it would add its evil influence to 
this sesqui-quadrate although it would only 
have moved to 7°25’ Pisces, 

Note that in Grant’s chart the Sun is 
hyleg, hence the affliction of the Sun is 
the most serious of these aspects. But 
with the Sun in affliction and with four 
other adverse directions he would not 
stand much chance. 


Progressions for Marriage 


As a rule there are just three things that 
most people want to know about. The 
first is love and marriage, hence we give 
you several charts showing progressions 
for marriage. The second matter which 
interests people is finance or position, 
while the third is health. 

As a planet comes to an aspect we say 
it is “applying” to the aspect. When the 
aspect has been exact and the planet is 
moving away we say it is “separating.” 
The student often asks which are the most 
powerful. Aspects that are applying are 
more powerful than separating aspects. 


Marriage of Robert Browning 


Robert Browning was married to Eliza. 
beth Barrett. He was 


born May 7, 1812 
married 1846 


34 years of age at marriage, 


Progressing his Midheaven forward 34 
degrees, we have 3 degrees Sagittarius 
making an inconjunct to both Venus and 
Jupiter in the Seventh House. Note that 
Venus is the ruler of his Fifth House and 
that Jupiter is exalted in Cancer, the sign 
of the home. Note too the progressed 
Venus had come to 5 degrees Leo quintile 
to the radical Mercury in the Fifth House, 


Marriage of John Wanamaker 


John Wanamaker was born in 1838 and 
matried in 1860, hence we add an arc of 
22 degrees, giving us the following pro- 
gressed aspects to the radical planets. 

Progressed Moon 10° Aries—sextile 
radical Venus, which is 11°40’ Gemini. 

Progressed Mercury 12° Leo—sextile 
radical Venus, 

Progressed Sun 11° Leo—sextile radical 
Venus. 

Hence both the Fifth House conditions 
and the Seventh House conditions were 
called into action. 


Marriage of John Ruskin 


Ruskin was born in 1819 and married 
in 1848, hence we add an arc of 29 de- 
grees for his marriage, giving us the fol- 
lowing aspects: 

Progressed Sun 18° 
radical Saturn. 

Progressed Moon 26° Leo—inconjunct 
Mars and Mercury. 

Progressed Ascendant 
square Mercury and Mars. 

Note the Sun rules the Seventh House, 
and Moon rules the Fifth, again bringing 
the two factors, i. e., Fifth and Seventh 
House planets, into action, 

His wife brought a nullity suit in 1854, 
so that we would add an arc of 35° to 
the radical planets. 

Uranus, the planet of divorce and sepa- 
ration, had progressed to 28 degrees of 
Capricorn in opposition to the radical

Fist Marriage—Adding an arc of 28 
degrees to our radical planets we have 
the following aspect: 

Progressed Mercury has come to 16° 
Aquarius conjunct Venus and conjunct 
Mars. 

Progressed Moon has come to 28° 
Aquarius and is applying to the sesqui- 
quadrate of Saturn in Cancer. 

(Note that Mars is the ruler of his Sev- 
enth cusp.) 

Second Marriage—Adding an arc of 58 
degrees to our radical planets we have the 
following aspects: 

Progressed Mercury has come to 16° 
Pisces semi-sextile the radical Venus and 
Mars. 

(Note that Mars agains calls forth the 
Seventh House into action.) 


















Comparison of Two Charts 





In studying two charts for possible 
marriage, it stands to reason that unless 
there are marriage indications in both 
charts there will not be a marriage. Since 
the birth time of royal families is ac- 
curately recorded, let us apply this Radix 
System of Directions to the charts of 
Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort. 

Queen Victoria married the Prince Con- 
sort February 10, 1840. Her birth was 
May 24, 1819, hence she was 20 years 
and 7 months old.

Adding this arc to her radical planets 
we cannot help but notice the number of 
aspects that are made to Uranus, which 
is in the Seventh House in her natal chart.

Uranus sextile Mercury.

Mercury. 

Progressed Venus 16°51’ Taurus semi- 
sextile Mars.

The Prince Consort was born August 26, 
1819. Since his chart ‘is approximated to 
the nearest degrees, we will simply add 
an arc of 20 to his radical planets giv- 
ing us:

Progressed Saturn 19° Aries trine Ura- 
nus.

Mercury. 

Progressed Jupiter 
Moon.

Progressed Ascendant 26° Virgo square 
Neptune.

The Prince Consort’s chart is a very 
interesting one as regards marriage. He 
has natally Saturn in the Seventh House 
making the following aspects: 

Saturn square Mars 
Saturn square Uranus 
Saturn square Neptune 
Saturn opposition Mercury 

One might think that with four such 
aspects he would have no luck at all in 
marriage, but if you will note the position 
of Venus in Leo and its aspects, you will 
find: 

Venus sextile Mars 

Venus semi-sextile Mercury 
Venus trine Uranus 

Venus trine Neptune 

Thus you will see that Venus makes up 
for everything. The student will enjoy 
reading Lytton Strachey’s “Life of Queen 
Victoria” much more if he has these two 
charts before him when he reads the chap- 
ters which describe some of the early 
marital difficulties of the royal pair.

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3 Message of the Stars 
September, 1943 


i. may be a memorable month, both 
from the standpoint of conflict and in- 
trigue. The conflict is indicated by the con- 
junction of Mars to Uranus on the 9th 
and a parallel on the 23rd. However, the 
entire month may have repercussions of 
these effects as Mars is within orb of the 
conjunction to Uranus from the Ist on, 
and within 1 degree of parallel from the 
15th to 29th, when it reaches a parallel of 
Saturn. Further, this is only the beginning 
of such influences, as Mars and Uranus 
will again be in close orb of conjunction 
from December, 1943, to Jan. 24, 1944, 
Taken by and large, these two planets tied 
up together seem to forecast a very hectic 
period; for they not only represent war, 
force, aggression, autocracy, self-will, ner- 
yous tension, but as they are now also con- 
junct the fixed star Aldebaran, the danger 
of violence, accidents, fevers, carnage, is 
increased. On the other hand there should 
be plenty of courage, persistence, and the 
ability to deal with critical or perilous con- 
ditions. Military; scientific, political and 
public success may crown the efforts of 
those who can control this enormous 
power. Applied to world events these 
aspects point to great battles on every 
front—war, diplomacy or industry—with 
enormous changes over the coming six to 
eight months. Of the degree influences, 
homicide and labor strikes are indicated, 
with the emergence of new personalities 
directing all types of endeavor. 
However, the intensity of conflict, 
aggression, nervoys tension, may not be so 
t in September as it will in December- 
anuary for Mars is slowing down 
rapidly, to reach a stationary and retro- 
grade position on Oct. 28th. Also Mer- 
cury turns retrograde on Sept. 11th and 
Uranus on Sept. 14th, while Venus is

retrograde all month to the 27th. This 
tends to retard decisions and action, or to 
involve much more labor, study, over-haul- 
ing and revision than would normally be 
the case. The attributes of Mars, Venus 
and Mercury are all involved in industrial 
production, so this may be limited to some 
extent, and destruction of property or 
vital supplies may take place. Domestic 
commodities may be very short, including 
fuel and transportation. Women are prac- 
tically sure to face difficulties at home, on 
the job, or in any sphere of love or te 
mance; and these conditions may be 
aggravated in October. 


The intrigue of the month stems from 
the many aspects to Neptune, of which the 
parallels may be most interesting to study 
in relation to domestic, diplomatic, political 
and labor questions. The first two paral- 
lels are from Venus on the 7th and 13th, 


the next two from the Sun on the 22nd’ 


and 25th, and two from Mercury on the 
27th and 29th. These accentuate the veil 
of illusion that is cast over any of the 
above problems, and the almost impossible 
task of getting a clear-cut picture of mo 
tives or acting that may affect great num 
bers of people. In these parallels it may 
be noticed that Neptune is in direct motion 
in Libra; Venus, the ruler of Libra, is 
retrograde in Virgo, bringing labor, health, 
diet, army and navy matters into focus. 
The first* parallel from the Sun occurs in 
Virgo and the second after the Sun 
has moved into Libra, indicating that lead- 
ers of national scope are drawn into the 
spotlight; the two parallels to retrograde 
Mercury are again in Virgo, emphasizing 
orders, rules, regulations, agreements, 
commerce, circulation of goods, ideas of 


people, under confused and slow processes — 
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The days of greatest tension are the Ist, 


9th to 11th, 19th to 23rd and the 28th- 
| 29th. In between are periods when large 


progress may be made, and this is espe- 
cially true from the 2nd to 8th, before 
Mercury turns retrograde. During that 
time splendid opportunities for aggressive, 
but logical, work may succeed. Also the 
13th to 18th may be used to produce 
larger scope for originality, skill or talents. 
After the 18th it may be pretty foggy, so 
routine efforts would be more in order. 


The Full Moon of the 13th falls from 


the 10th to 4th houses, squaring Saturn in’ 


the first. The national outlook appears 
somber, but behind this is a determined, 
forceful, energetic spirit to do the best job 
possible, perhaps with mighty short-handed 
tools. Mars and Uranus are in the 12th 
house, sextile Pluto in the 3rd, square 
retrograde Venus in the 4th and trine 
retrograde Mercury in the Sth. The 
indications are that groups of highly 
placed persons are cooking up what they 
fondly hope are secret plans, strategies, 
diplomatic agreements, new laws, rules, 
covering home or war fronts. But these 
are far from being secret, and while many 
of them may be sensationally successful, 
they will take time to mature. Some, on 
the other hand, can work great hardships 
and cause considerable conflict. Crops, 
health, mining, appear to be seriously im- 
paired. 

At the Fall equinox on the 23rd, the Sun 
isin the 7th house, conjunct Neptune and 
Mercury. Partnerships, marriages, treaties, 
pacts, legal rulings, may be in process of 
culmination, but are still subject to delay. 
Pluto, Jupiter and Venus are in the 6th 
house, showing increased productions for 
foreign or domestic use. With the Moon 
in the Sth, it looks as if the draft would 
be extended, and the armed forces used in 
very unusual ways. All sorts of chemical, 
synthetic, scientific or technical develop- 
ments, especially for war and medical pur- 
poses, may be very successful, as Mars- 
Uranus sextile Jupiter and Pluto from the 
3rd to 6th houses. 

The New Moon of the 29th is close to 
the cusp of the ist house, trine Uranus 
on the cusp of the 9th. Libra rises, and 
Venus, the ruler of the chart now in direct 
Motion, is in the 11th. The people may

gress to change or abate some laws; the 
probabilities are that after a lot of wran- 
gling and explosions, they will get nowhere, 
but this may not be verified until around 
Nov. Ist.

seem deadlocked. However, war news, 
earnings and incomes can be excellent. 


NEW MOON 
Sept. Ist to 7th 


A great deal may be accomplished this 
week by sterling efforts, joint action on 
plans, or changes, and new methods of 
procedure. The square to Uranus on the 
Ist may blast out a lot of deadwood in 
regard to money, labor, associates, and 
bring much more freedom of expression. 
The 2nd is a fine day to increase all re- 
sources or to branch out in work, money, 
socially. Venus semi-sextiles Jupiter on 
the 3rd; special talents, ingenuity, abilities, 
will be rewarded. The 4th is a day for 
concentrated work, perhaps along novel 
lines. Mercury sextiles Pluto and Sun 
conjuncts Venus on the 5th. Large group 
activities go ahead with speed and ac- 
curacy; labors, moves, publicity succeed. 
Agreements, engagements, marriages, are 
better planned then executed. On the 6th 
the Sun parallels Mercury; ideas expand, 
conferences, broadcasts, point to new de- 
velopments, but there may be trouble in 
the rank and file. 


FIRST QUARTER 
Sept 7th to 13th 


The 7th may be the best day of the 
Venus paral- 
lels Neptune, Mars sextiles Pluto and Mer- 
cury trines Uranus. Romance, war, in- 
dustry and finances can make tremendous 
and surprising headway. Confusing ele- 
ments may cloud the 8th, but as the Sun 
semi-sextiles Jupiter, rational endeavors 
may be very profitable. The conjunction 
of Mars and Uranus on the 9th indicates 
sudden amalgamations of great force, ex- 
plosions and battles. Control and direction 
of power may bring fame; its abuse may 
bring destruction. Venus is active on the 
10th, being semi-sextile Mercury and 
square Mars; close cooperation with pub- 
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lic associates, fulfilment of obligations, able 
work, can promote gain.

Mercury trine Uranus on the 
14th, as the latter planet turns retrograde, 
may bring important plans of projects to 
success; but the day holds many chances 
for loss through gambles or mistakes. 
Diligence and charm make gains on the 
1Sth. The 16th may be tricky; Mercury 
sextiles Pluto, which is excellent for 
expanding opportunity in association of 
labors, but watch for any double-crossing. 
This is also true of the 17th; an eagle eye 
and efficiency will prevent loss.

| Bective August 30th to September 13th 
The New Moon of August 30th occurs 

at 2:59 p.m. E.S.T. in 6° 34’ Virgo, 

squared by both Uranus and Mars. 











Full Moon 


Effective September 13th to 29th 

The Full Moon occurs at 10:40 p.m. 
ES.T. on September 13th in 20° 28’ 
Pisces, applying to fhe square of Saturn 
and separating from, but still within orb 
of, a square from Mars. 


New Moon 


Effective September 29th to October 13th 

The New Moon of September 29th 
occurs at 6:29 a.m. E.S.T. in 5° 27’ Libra, 
conjunct Neptune, sextile Pluto and trine 
Uranus. 


Libra Ingress 


The Libra Ingress occurs at 5:12 p.m. 
ES.T., September 23rd, with Neptune and 
aretrograde Mercury closely conjunct the 
Sun in Libra and all three planets in trine 
to Uranus and sextile to Pluto. The Fall 
Equinox thus bears out the Neptunian 
character of the Winter Solstice of Decem- 
ber 22, 1942, and the Spring Equinox of 
March 21, 1943. 


Solar Aspects 


The Sun forms five major aspects in 
September in addition to five parallels. On 
the Ist the square to Uranus is completed 
and at 7:05 p.m. E.S.T. on the Sth the 
Sun forms an inferior conjunction with 
Venus in 12° 32’ Virgo. The first parallel 
to Mercury occurs on the 6th and a 
parallel to Venus on the 18th. On the 
19th, the Sun squares Saturn and on the 
22nd, completes the first of two parallels 
to Neptune. The Sun forms an inferior 
conjunction with Mercury in 0° 46’ Libra 
at 11:59 a.m. E.S.T. on September 24th, 
then parallels Neptune again on the 25th, 
conjuncting Neptune in 1° 48’ Libra at 
1:18 p.m. E.S.T. on the same day (the 
ath). A second parallel to Mercury on 
the 26th completes the solar aspects. 


Mercury 


Mercury, in 4° 50’ Libra on the Ist, 
turns retrograde at about 10:00 a.m. 


E.S.T. on the 11th in 9° 29’ re- 
enters Virgo on the 2Sth and is in 25° 16’ 
Virgo at the end of the month. In con- 
trast to the Sun, Mercury makes a series 
of favorable aspects up to the 16th: a 
sextile to Pluto on the Sth, a trine to 
Uranus on the 7th, a trine to Mars on the 
11th, a second trine to Uranus on the 14th 
and second sextile to Pluto on the 16th. 
Mercury conjuncts Neptune in 1° 44° 
Libra at 2:49 p.m. E.S.T. on the 23rd and 
— Venus on the same day. The 
rst parallel to Neptune is completed on 
the 27th and the square to Saturn on the 
28th is followed by the second parallel to 
Neptune on the 29th. 


Venus 


Venus, retrograde in 15° 25’ Virgo on 
the Ist, turns direct in 4° 21’ Virgo at 
about 5:00 a.m. on the 27th and reaches 
4° 28’ Virgo on the 30th. Venus parallels 
Neptune on the 7th, then forms the stro 
squares to Mars and Uranus on the 10t 
and 11th respectively. On the 13th the 
second parallel to Neptune is completed, 
the last Venus aspect of the month. 


Mars 


Mars, moving slowly now, transits from 
4° 29 to 17° 32’ Gemini during Septem- 
ber. Mars sextiles Pluto on the 7th and 
forms the conjunction with Uranus in 
8° 50’ Gemini at 3:40 p.m. E.S.T. on the 
9th. On the 23rd Mars parallels Uranus 
and on the 29th forms the same aspect 
with Saturn. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter moves from 13° 36’ to 19° 31’ 
Leo during September. 

Saturn moves from 25° 18’ to 26° 34’ 
Gemini during the month. Neither planet 
forms any aspects in transit. 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 


Uranus, in 8° 46’ Gemini on the Ist, 
turns retrograde in 8° 51’ Gemini at about 
8:00 p.m. on the 14th, and is in 8° 44’ 
Gemini at the end of September. 

Neptune moves from 0° 55’ to 2° 00° 
Libra during September, forming no as- 
pects in transit. 

Pluto transits from 7° 44’ to 8° 24’ Leo 
forming no aspects in transit.

The very least that may be said is that on one 
of these critical days one should be very careful 
and be sure that the day is generally favorable 
for the matter under consideration and that he is 
not guided in his actions merely by emotional 
instability.
